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Antiwar Motif: 
Gandhi With a 
Clenched Fist 


By KEN HARTNETT 


Washington (£) — Youth culture revolu- 


tionaries are wheeling out a new weapon in 
their drive to end the Indochina war — Ghandi 
with a clenched fist. 


The celebrated Ghandi, whose use of non- 


violent tactics helped win India's independence 
from British rule, is supplying the motif for 
the May Day effort to shut down the U.S. 
government Monday and Tuesday. 


His image is everywhere — on buttons, on 


posters, on flyers and even on the May Day 
tactical manual designed to explain to would-be 
disrupters May Day's special interpretation of 
nonviolent civil disobedience. 


"Flash on Ghandi," reads the manual. "An 


organic food vegetarian, a stone Indian culture 
freak who met the English viceroy of India 
in a loincloth and organized civil disobedience 
campaigns which paralyzed entire sections of 
India. 


"What comes to mind is thousands of us 


with, bamboo flutes, taniborines, flowers and 
balloons moving out in the early light of morning 
to paralyze the traffic arteries of the American 
military repression government nerve center. 


"Creativeness, joy ' and 
life 
a g a i n s t 


bureaucracy and grim death. That's nonviolent 
civil disobedience; that's May Day." 


Motif Not Accidental 


The motif is not accidental. For over a 


year, revolutionaries who believe that the youth 
culture will provide the cutting edge for radical 
change, have been seeking tactics which will 
have dramatic appeal to the free-wheeling and 
anti-authority "freak" population. 


The revolutionaries, including Rennie Davis, 


30, believe 
the 
freaks 
have 
been 
totally 


demoralized by the failure of past tactics, in- 
cluding mass marching and the politically ill- 
defined style of "trashing" or random violence. 


The theory is that if the tactics are right, 


the freaks will come pouring out of their com- 
munes and collectives, shedding their despair 
over ending the war. 


But first, the theory goes, they must be 


convinced that the tactics are not imposed on 
them from the "top down," that they will not 
be used as "cannon fodder" in hopeless struggles 
against the police; and that within'the limits 
of the overall strategy, they'll be free to do 
their own thing. 


Davis and his colleagues have attempted 


to ensure this by builSing an unorthodox design 
that dispenses with, among other things, the 
corps of marshals who have helped keep mass 
demonstrations nonviolent. 


Nonviolence 


"We feel there is no way to have nonviolent 


civil disobedience if you use marshals in a top- 
down way," said Davis. "If discipline is to 
be maintained, the people themselves must do it." 


Davis is convinced nonviolence will be ac- 


cepted because nonviolence makes the most sense 
of any tactic available to_ the movement. 


"When you are making a strategic decision 


to attempt to close the government as a way 
to force the end of the war, you've got to 
take a sober look at what tactics to employ. 
It would be suicide to go against cannon with 
slingshots. For that reason alone, nonviolence 
should be the tactic." 


Whether it is a tactic that the masses of 


would-be disrupters will accept is open to ques- 
tion. And even some people close to Davis are 
worried about the possibility 
of Yippie-style 


violence.

Switch to Amtrak Smooth

New York — The National Railroad • 


Passenger Corp., known as Amtrak, 
took over the remnants of the nation's 
long-neglected, deficit-ridden intercity 
passenger 
railroads Saturday with 


little evident confusion, customarily 
low patronage and a number of 
whistle-stop ceremonies. 


The 
semi-nationalization 
of 
the 


passenger 
rails, achieved 
a f t e r 


months of debate and challenges in 
Congress and the federal courts, was 
ushered in without fanfare or trouble 
in most cities. 


For thousands of railroad workers, 


the transition will mean a loss of 
jobs. While the new system will run 
182 trains touching more than 300 
cities, a tctal of 178 passenger liners 
— many of them famed names of 
Americana — are being dropped. 


Many of these liners made their 


last runs Saturday, some in the glory 
of nostalgic champagne farewells, 
others in the ignominy of defeat. The 
Manhattan Limited broke down on 
its final run from Chicago to New 
York and a New England train on 
its last trip hit a truck. 


Nostalgic Runs 
Many riders on final runs were 


people who.had not been aboard a 
train for years, or children whose 
parents did not want them to miss 
a ride on one of the fading relics 
of America's railroading past. 


The Norfolk and Western Railway 


leased an old steam engine to pull 
the last 255 miles of the last run- 
of the "Pocahontas" into Norfolk, Va. 
About 750 nostalgic p a s s e n g e r s 
crowded into 20 cars for the last 
trip from Cincinnati.

Muskie Fuels Controversy on Business Tax Cut

Washington - 
Sen. Edmund S. 


Muskie charged Saturday that the 
administration knowingly violated the 
law in proposing depreciation rules 
that would cut business taxes $3 
billion a year. 


President Nixon, asked about the 


charge at his news conference Satur- 
day, relegated it to the category of 
"political c o m m e n t s " by "a 
presidential candidate." 


Nixon indicated that there were a 


number of lawyers inside the ad- 
ministration, in addition to the author 
of the Treasury memorandum, who 
felt the government would have to 
obtain new legislative a u t h o r i t y 
before liberalizing the rules concern- 
ing the calculation of depreciation 
deductions in the manner that it did. 


But he said his move was vitally 


important to the economy, and would 
create jobs. 


The Treasury proposal would ac- 


celerate the rate at which businesses 
can depreciate the value of their

plants and equipment, in effect giving 
them a 7% cut in taxes. Sixteen 
months ago Congress rejected an ad- 
ministration proposal to cut corpora- 
tion taxes by 2%.

actly what it was doing — this is 
it," Muskie said. 


The Treasury Dept. will open hear- 


ings on the proposal Monday. Under 
its provisions, it would take effect 
retroactive to last Jan. 1. 


Muskie also touched off a bitter 


dispute with a Treasury

House 
he cited in making

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Kennedy-Led Panel Compiles 
Statistics on Viet War's Cost

Washington — A Senate sub- 


committee has pieced together 
a picture of the cost of the 
Indochina war for civilians — 
the dead, the wounded and the 
homeless. 


The panel has learned, for 


example, that more civilians by 
far 
have been 
killed 
and 


wounded in the war than the 
combined total of U.S. and 
South Vietnamese soldiers. 


It has learned that a quarter 


of the population of Indochina 
has been homeless at one time 
or another during the war — a 
total of some 7.5 million in 
South 
Vietnam, 
Laos 
and 


Cambodia. 


More than 800.000 are still on 


refugee rolls and millions more 
are without 
p e r m a n e n t 


homes. 


It 
reports 
that 
civilian 


casualties are continuing at a 
'•high level." and its experts 
say 
that 
the 
number of 


homeless in Vietnam is grow- 
ing faster now than at am time 
in the last three years. 


The subcommittee, headed 


by Sen. Edward M. Kenned}. 
D-Mass.. has taken a' look at 
the war as a whole since the 
United States became deeply 
involved.

Administration officials ap- 


pearing before Kennedy's com- 


mitte have said that few civil- 
ians live in areas in Laos along 
the Ho Chi Minh Trail where 
the United States has been 
doing most of its bombing. 
Bombing by Reds 
Elsewhere in Laos, they have 


said, most of the regugees have 
been created because of Com- 
munist attacks — not American 
bombing. 


They 
have acknowledged, 


however that some refugees in 
Laos have fled U.S. bombing — 
perhaps as many as 17,000 who 
got "caught in the war" on the 
Plain of Jars. 


But officials have insisted 


that this is a "small and in- 
significant number" compared 
to the total of 700.000 refugees 
in Laos in recent years. 


In South Vietnam the picture 


is somewhat different. 


Kennedy has not contended 


that air attacks have been 
creating new refugees in South 
Vietnam, he only claimed that 
the number of refugees is ris- 
ing. 


He says 140,000 to 150,000 new 


refugees have been created 
"since last September" and "A 
great majority g e n e r a t e d 
through U.S.-supported opera- 
tions.'1 


William Colby, the head of the 


U S. "Pacification" program in 
Vietnam, who testified before 
the Kennedy subcommittee, did 
not argue with these figures. 


The new refugees are not 


being created by bombing, 
however, but rather by ag- 
gressive ground military ac- 
tivity by South Vietnamese 
troops.

Nixon Against Legal 
Pot No Matter What 


San Clemente, Calif. (UPI) — President Nixon said Satur- 


day even if a federal commission studying the effects of 
marijuana suggests legalizing the drug, "I will rot follow- 
that recommendation." 


In his impromptu press conference, the President em- 


phasized he continues to strongly oppose use of marijuana. 


"It is not in the best interests of our young people 


and not in the best interest of our country," he said.

Two weeks ago, delegates to the White House Conference 


on Youth voted in favor of legalizing marijuana. 


The House Wednesday voted .without opposition to increase 


the commission's budget from $1 million to $4 million.

Kotoue Case Serves Cause of Justice 


We are in complete agreement with those 


who say that justice has been done in the case 
of Capt. Eugene M. Kotoue. the Kebraska native 
acquitted of charges that he maimed a prisoner 
in Vietnam. 


The case, however, should not be disposed 


of quite so quickly. It is important to distinguish 
between serving justice because it agrees with 
our feelings or because it is legally right.

Naturally, the 
people of Nebraska 
are 


delighted that Captain Kotoue has been acquitted. 
At the same time, if ever a case was "tried" 
in the press, the case of Captain Kotoue was 
so handled.

The press involved was largely local while 


the trial'took place in Georgia so it is doubtful 
that publicity surrounding the affair had any 
impact upon the final outcome. The case, 
however, indicates a human tendency to praise 
our legal system when it produces results we 
like but to condemn it when it goes against 
us. 


The Kotoue case and the case of Lt. William 


Calley are not all in common. Kotoue was never 
charged or tried for anything near the crimes 
of which Lt. Calley was accused. 


But the process of law is the same. We 


wonder if those who believe that justice was 
done in the acquittal of Kotoue feel the same 
(Way about the outcome of the Calley trial?

The point is that we cannot pick and choose 


the decisions that are made in the due 


* of law. We cannot go about constantly 


attacking the courts frr,.a a procedural point 
•f view if we want our system of justice to

of confidence in our legal system that the Kotoue 
case now seems to have justified. We are not 
so sure, however, that such confidence existed 
before this case was tried.

There are 
times, undoubtedly, when even the courts make 
a mistake and there are times when matters 
are largely a case of personal judgment and 
interpretation. To stop all comment upon the 
findings of the courts would be to say that 
they are infallible, and nobody believes this.

But even though a mistake might be made 


or a poor decision rendered, our system of justice 
is the only thing we have between us and com- 
plete chaos. We may disagree with it from 
time to time but we need to remember that 
it generally does a pretty good job and that 
our very existence would be endangered without 
it.

The bothersome thing in the Calley case 


was that people seemed to condemn the finding 
of the court, regardless of the evidence. In 
the case of Kotoue, there appeared to be a 
feeling that he was innocent, regardless of what 
might have developed at the trial.

What we need is more faith than this that 


our courts will deliver the kind of justice we 
want. To consider the matter in any other way 
would be to say, in a practical sense, that 
the courts should never take a case unless a 
guilty verdict is assured.

This, in turn, would destroy our concept 


of innocence until proven guilty. Not only is 
the Kotoue verdict welcome in a personal sense, 
but it helps strengthen our judicial system.

HE concept of zoning and its ap- 
plication have received consider- 
able public attention, primarily as 


a result of City Council deliberations 
and the mayor's veto of two council 
decisions. 


Zoning is a very complex strategy 


employed as an intricate part of the 
city's comprehensive plan. Its pur- 
poses and principles are frequently 
misunderstood 
by the public and 
utilized 
haphazardly 


by 
a d m i nistrating 


bodies — specifically, 
the City C o u n c i l . 
Zoning is necessary, 
but presently is not 
accomplishing 
those 


ends for which it is 
intended. 


„ .. 
The practice 
o f 


scmuntz 
Z0ning owes much in 


origin to Fifth Avenue merchants in 
New York City who feared encroach- 
ment of the garment industry on their 
elegant shops. 


In the 20s, wealthy suburbanites 


discovered that zoning would provide 
the device for protecting their single- 
family 
residences 
from an 
ever 


changing, always expanding city. This 
latter movement of insulating the 
single-family, detached d w e l l i n g 
became the primary objective of the 
early 
zoning 
ordinances 
and 
is 


predominant today, although zoning 
technique has undergone dramatic 
change. 


T y p i c a l l y . 
in 
the 
1920s 


municipalities were divided into three 
zones — single-family, 
commercial 


and industrial. These are each now 
divided into more specific uses, and 
a fourth category, multiple dwelling 
districts, is common. 


Lincoln along with 92% of all other 


communities 
with 
populations 
ex- 


ceeding 10,000 in this country, now 
governs the use of all privately owned 
land by zoning regulations. 


At present, only one major city, 


Houston, Tex., does not have a zoning 
ordinance. This exception does hot 
lead one to believe that a no-zoning 
policy will provide a better city. 


Simply 
by having a 
z"o n i n g 


ordinance, most cities have not solved 
to the fullest extent those problems 
which they had hoped. Either the 
structure of the zoning ordinance or 
the 
implementation of the zoning 


policies or both fall short of the 
potential. 


Enabling Acts 


Cities are usually conferred these 


restrictive powers by state legislative 
enabling acts. In Lincoln, enforce- 
ment of these regulations is one of 
the duties of the building inspector. 
An appeal from a decision made by 
the building inspector can be taken 
to the Board of Zoning Appeals. 


Proposed changes in the zoning 


regulations and restrictions are sub- 
mitted to the City-County Planning 
Commission for its recommendation 
and report. Tha City Council then 
holds a public hearing on the matter 
before reaching its decision, which 
is 
final 
subject 
to 
j u d i c i a l 


recourse. 


The purpose of zoning is threefold: 


to protect an individual's property 
from encorachment by another; to 
protect community rights with respect 
to limiting congestion, providing open 
space, and allowing sufficient light 
and air; and to act as a major plan- 
ning tool in terms of controlling city 
growth and development. 


Each purpose is often vigorously 


attacked, both by those whose at- 
tempts at pulling an economic coup 
are 
thwarted and by those who 


Zoning Misunderstood, 
Misused, But Necessary 


believe the restrictions often have 
little to do with the objectives of 
the zoning — to the point where zon- 
ing restrictions reduce the quality of 
the physical development. 


Protection 
The first principle is easily ac- 


cepted by most — one's personal 
freedom does not extend to the point 
of infringement upon a n o t h e r ' s 
freedom. Few home owners prefer 
to live adjacent to a manufacturing 
plant or a filling station, so most 
commercial and industrial uses are 
"zoned" out of residential areas. 


In this case zoning acts to protect 


your property from neighboring uses 
which are considered to be " non- 
conforming" or "nuisance." Objec- 
tions by many citizens to the 70th 
and A proposed rezoning were made 
on this basis. 


Many comprehensive zoning plans 


present extremely large, continuous 
districts which restrict uses that could 
bring greater vitality and a larger 
cultural cross-section of population 
groups to the area. This generally 
results because of the methods and 
scale of maps he uses. 


The second principle, protection of 


the urban environment, is largely 
based upon the assumption 
that 


unrestricted 
building heights 
and 


densities 
— desirable 
for higher 


economic return of the individual 
property owner — would result in un- 
due street congestion, block natural 


comprehensive zoning is to encourage 
the most appropriate use of all land 
within the territory regulated by the 
municipality. 


Ideally, this objective is based upon 


a 
zoning plan which allows the 


highest and best land use to the city 
as a whole. A zoning ordinance is 
not necessarily 
invalid s i m p l y 


because it does not permit or require 
the most profitable use of each parcel 
of land. 


Special interest groups often argue 


for a change in zoning (for their 
special interest, obviously) on the 
basis of "highest and best" use of 
a 
p a r t i c u l a r 
property 
by 


demonstrating its most profitable use. 
The courts have long recognized that 
by the very nature of zoning some 
property values will be depressed 
while operating hi its total effect to 
achieve an end which will benefit 
the whole community. 


City councils often yield to these 


special interest groups in the name 
of "flexible zoning" — after being 
persuaded by exhortations usually 
emphasizing "growth," "increase in 
tax base," and " i n c r e a s e d 
employment" as factors which will 
offset the disrnal physical reality of 
their project. 


The principles of zoning are further 


abused by a property owner or 
developer who is well aware that 
by simply obtaining a zoning change 
to higher use before the neighboring 
property he will be able to realize 


is reasonably located, that zoning 
should not logically be argued as 
being too "restrictive/' 


In such an instance, the argument 


by a developer for rezoning on the 
basis that the present zoning is too 
restrictive is not valid. The only 
restriction that usually exists 'is on 
the "killing" the developer is hoping 
to make — hardly a consideration 
worthy of public or City Council con- 
cern. 


On the contrary, if in fact there 


is an apparent shortage of available 
property for a specific type of zon- 
ing, the Planning Commission, aided 
by voluminous statistical data at its 
disposal, will be aware of the condi- 
tion. 


The commission is then in a posi- 


tion to rezone for that particular need 
in the location, and only the location, 
which serves the "highest and best" 
interests of the city as a whole. 
Growth can be directed to maintain 
reasonable balance in accord with 
other aspects of the city master 
plan. 


I have here suggested the Planning 


Commission rather than the City 
Council, be the decision and policy 
maker with respect to zoning. The 
City Council certainly has ample 
problems to occupy itself, and it is 
doubtful that the average Council 
member has time qr 
specialized 


training sufficient to deal with this 
highly technical and t h e o r e t i c a l 
area.

sunlight and views, and reduce the 
necessary amount of fresh air. 


Consequently, zoning plans cater to 


unrestricted urban-suburban sprawl. 
These open-ended growth p l a n s 
coupled with land speculation and a 
property tax (as opposed to a land 
tax) 
lend themselves well toward 


greater urban dispersal. 


Ironically, this requires more peo- 


ple to drive more automobiles over 
greater distances to get to their de- 
sired places of work and shopping. 
Bus service becomes increasingly in- 
efficient and expensive to operate, 
children must be driven to school, 
lengths — as well as cost — of utility 
lines increase, street maintenance 
and snow removal are made more 
difficult, and police protection and 
patrols 
operate 
below 
acceptable 


levels. 


Good design cannot be legislated 


through zoning regulations, but rather 
results from the full understanding 
and solution to the problem at hand. 
For example, many of the splendid, 
older homes in Lincoln would have 
been illegally constructed under ex- 
isting residential zoning regulations 
by virtue of not meeting specified 
front and side yard requirements. 


Planning Tool 
The third principle, zoning as a 


planning tool, is unfamiliar to most 
and widely misunderstood by others 
(including some of our duly elected 
officials). This prime objective of 


a quick increase in value of the pro- 
perty. 


Considerations 
In determining the classification of 


land for zoning purposes, factors such 
drainage and sanitation problems, 
prevailing winds, characteristics of 
the topography and soil, existing uses 
(at the time the zoning is imple- 
mented] and planning strategies are 
are considered. 


In this latter category we realize 


the importance of vehicular circula- 
tion patterns. When growth in one 
direction places burdensome 
traffic 


problems on arteries leading into the 
city center, it would seem practical 
that rather than redesigning and 
building highways and freeways, in- 
telligent zoning could direct growth 
in a more balanced pattern. Thus, 
existing streets and utilities would 
be more fully utilized instead of re- 
quiring expensive extensions of the 
existing system. 


More important, perhaps, is the 


potential for directing commercial use 
of property. For a given population 
with a fixed disposable income to 
spend on consumer goods and needed 
services, an excess of commercial 
stores and public services will not 
result in a significant increase in 
the amount of consumer purchases. 
For example, you will not use more 
gasoline simply because we double 
the number of filling stations in Lin- 
coln. 


Thus, as long as there is available 


commercially zoned land that is va- 
cant or otherwise under-utilized which 


Too often, the public is manipulated 


into believing that "growth" is the 
one factor for,which our city leaders 
must strive to achieve. Really, what 
the city must seek is quality, not 
quantity. Growth is desirable only if 
it contributes toward this end. 


More important than the size of 


Lincoln, or any city, are the physical 
characteristics of the city. Attracting 
outside business and industry may 
obviously be beneficial, but the wealth 
of a few doesn't necessarily mean 
wealth for all. 


It is doubtful that there exists any 


type of zoning practice that could 
or should encourage growth. But zon- 
ing can and does encourage physical 
quality and order in our environ- 
ment. 


I was somewhat embarrassed at 


Gov. Exon's recent proclamation that 
Nebraska ranks number one hi having 
the longest main street in the nation. 
This dubious distinction, of course, 
belongs to Lincoln; which might not 
be so bad if Lincoln were the largest 
city in the nation. 


The dominant feature of such a 


commercial strip unfortunately is the 
automobile, not the human being. It 
is the result of individual economic 
pressure and in this case ineffectual 
zoning. 


Without comprehensive zoning con- 


trol, chaos in land use, speculation, 
greed, and individual desires could 
easily and ultimately destroy both the 
land 
values, 
usefulness 
and 
the 


purpose of the city.

Washington OW—Chances are 


very good Congress will limit 
extension of the draft to one 
year in 1971 and kill it entirely in 
1972, 
the chief Senate sponsor 


of the one-year limitation pre- 
dicted Saturday. 


Sen. Richard S. Schweiker, 


R-Pa., said in an interview "I 
really think we are going to 
have the votes" for the one- 
year limit when the Senate 
takes up the draft extension 
measure in about 10 days.

one-year limit in view of the 
slim two-vote margin by which 
it lost in the House. Schweiker 
said. He predicted "a general 
revulsion in both houses" if they 
adhere to a two-year bill.

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$965,000 Bond Issue Would Finance 
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Voters to Decide Whether Lincoln Will Have City-Owned Bus System 


The proposed bond issue reads: 
"Shall the City Council of the City of Lin- 


coln, in the County of Lancaster, State of 
Nebraska, borrow money and pledge the credit 
of the City of Lincoln, Nebraska, upon its 
general obligation 'bonds, in the principal amount 
of not to exceei $965,01)0.00, for the purpose 
of acquiring and establishing, furnishing and 
equipping a municipal bus transit system, said 
bonds to be issued from time to time as may 
be determined by the City Council and become 
due on such dates as may be fixed by the 
City Council, but in a period not exceeding 
fifteen (15) years from their date; provided, 
however, any or all of said bonds shall be 
redeemable with or without premium as provid- 
ed by law at the option of the City at such 
time as may be determined by the City Council- 
and to bear interest at the rate not to exceed 
the legal rate per annum, if any; and 


"Shall the City Council of the City of Lin- 


coln, Nebraska, cause to be levied and collected 
annually a tax in addition to all other taxes 
upon all the taxable property in said City of 
Lincoln, Nebraska, sufficient in rate and amount 
to pay the principal of and interest accruing 
upon said general obligation bonds as the same 
become due and payable. 


D FOR said general obligation bonds and 


said tax levy 


D AGAINST said general obligation bonds 


and said tax levy." 


Explanation 


The idea back of the bus bond issue is 


to permit the city of Lincoln to take over 
and operate the city's bus system. 


The system now is operated by a privately 


owned firm, Lincoln City Lines Inc., which 
has given notice that it intends to discontinue 
service. The company claims that running the 
buses has not been a moneymaker recently 
in Lincoln any more than in other cities across 
the nation, and all parties have agreed that 
only municipal ownership can bring continued 
mass transit. 


The bond issue will raise $965,000, the max- 


imum amount needed to match a one-half or 
two-thirds federal grant. 


The bond issue will be repaid through prop- 


erty tax, on the basis of 38c per $1,000 of 
assessed value if the city is issued a one-half 
federal grant, or 26c per $1,000 of assessed 
value for a two-thirds federal grant. 


Thus, the bond issue would cost the owner 


of a $30,000 home, assessed at $10,000, about 
$3.80 per year for 10 years. If a two-thirds 


federal grant is issued, the cost would be $2.60 
per year. 


The money will be used to buy all of Lincoln 


City Lines' equipment and property — buses, 
garage, service and maintenance equipment and- 
the like — plus the present Mini-Bus Line. 
II also will go to buy 39 new 45-passenger 
coaches, complete with air conditioning, two-way 
radios and a new paint job. 


When the new coaches are delivered, the 


old bus,3s wi!! be sold at market value, the 
same basis on which the <*ity will buy them. 


The city also plans to buy equipment to 


clean the buses inside and out. It is possible 
that all this will require less than $965,000 
in local money, in which case a lower amount 
of bonds will be issued. 


There has been no discussion about what 


would happen if the bond issue is not approved. 
However, if the city doesn't raise the money 
somehow — through the sale of bonds or from 
tax revenues — it would be unable to match 
the federal grant and would have to learn 
to live without a mass transit system. 


Arguments FOR: 


The biggest argument in favor of the issue 


is that a city of Lincoln's size simply cannot 


be without a bus system: it is a public service 
which must be provided to many citizens who 
could not get around without it; it is of benefit 
to the business community; and it is a valuable 
optional form of transportation for those who 
don't ride it regularly. 


Without buses many Lincolnites would have 


no way to get to and from work, and many 
others — those too young or old to drive, 
too poor to own a car or otherwise stranded 
— would have no way to get to stores, recrea- 
tional facilities, church, school and doctors. 


Some of the proponents also have noted 


that mass transit promotes cleaner air by taking 
drivers out of cars and into more efficient 
buses. In addition, the 45-passenger coaches 
the city is planning to buy come equipped 
with an anti-pollution package. 


If any number of commuters can be lured 


onto the new, clean, speedy buses, it is hoped 
that traffic congestion will be cut down as 
well. 


City officials chose to issue general obliga- 


tion bonds because it is the cheapest way to 
borrow money. Bonds are preferred over in- 
creasing the city sales tax because the State 
Legislature is threatening to remove the city's 
authority to levy a sales tax. If this happens, 
the city could not use sales tax as a means 


of matching federal fluids.

tling Dr. A l e x a n d e r S. 
Williams, the black county 
coroner, in

Williams is drawing his main 


support 
from 
Gary's

community, Hatcher from the 
city's blacks. 


Front Runners t 
Other candidates are in the 


race, but the fight between 
front runners Hatcher 
and 


Williams is the ball game. One 
is almost certain to be the 
winner in next November's 
mayoral election because Gary 
is chock-full of Democrat. 


The hang-up in the primary 


contest is that both Hatcher 
and Williams are black. But 
their worlds part there. 


Hatcher, 37, a lawyer, rode to 


national fame four years ago as 
a crusading, articulate, civil 
rights advocate who became 
one of the first black mayors of 
a big city. 


Williams, 49, has never been 


in the forefront of civil rights 
movements. He is the choice of 
the white-oriented regular Lake 
County Democratic organiza- 
tion and of cronies, Hatcher 
claims, of ex-mayor George 
(Cha Cha) Chachans, who went 
from city hall to prison for n )t 
paying taxes on $226,OUO income 
Irom 
kickbacks 
on con- 


tracts. 


The bitter campaign will 


probably leave Gary rubbing 
its bruises for some time. 


Said Hatcher: "There is no 


question that he 
(Williams) 


would open up the city to 
gambling and vice. He has 
predicated his entire campaign 
on crime in the city and ig- 
nored every kind of syndicate 
crime out in the county We 
have driven syndicate crime 
out of Gary." 


"No one can end crime in 90 


clays, but at least we have 
tried. And I have four years 
experience as mayor, dealing 
with all sorts of issues. He has 
been totally silent on the civil 
rights issue." 


Williams calls the election "a 


cliif-hanger — but I think we're 
winning." 


Hatcher . . . "We've 


tried." 


"Hatcher 
is 
relying 
on 


outside people who don't know 
the problems in Gary," he 
said. 


A whole string of "outsiders" 


have indeed come to Hatcher's 
aid — Sammy Davis Jr., Harry 
Belafonte, Diana Ross, Dick 
Gregory, 
the 
Rev. Jesse 


Jackson, Bill Cosby. Charles 
Evers, Newark Mayor Kenneth 
Gibson, and Cleveland Mayor 
Carl Stokes. 


Williams notes that even 


Hatcher's figures show crime 
in Gary is up 46%, and that 
Gary is lawbreaker No. 1 for 
cities of its population class. 


The blacks of the city — 


roughly 55% of a population of 
about 175.000 — have gained 
some things under Hatcher, but 
want more. 


He has been a pied piper of 


federal 
funds, 
bringing 
an 


estimated $106 million 
into 


Gary. He has torn down shims 
and replaced them with at- 
tractive low-cost housing — 
3,000 new units by his count and 
2.600 rehabilitated dwellings 


He has given many of Gary's 


blacks a genuine and new-found 
sense of pride. They are not 
likely to turn from him on 
election day. 


Many observers b e l i e v e 


Hatcher's hard core of black 
support will be big enough to 
pull him through, but some 
bookies are picking Williams, 6 
to 5. 


ADA's Endorsement 
Rules Exclude Jackson 


Washington (UPI) — T h e 


Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion (ADA) said Saturday the 
Vietnam war will be the chief 
issue in the 1972 presidential 
elections and the ADA will not 
endorse any candidate who re- 
fuses to support complete U.S. 
withdrawal by Dec. 31. 


This made Sen. Henry M. 


Jackson, D-Wash., a liberal in 
domestic issues but hawkish on 
the war, ineligible for endorse- 
ment. The ADA's 24th annual 
convention invited Reps. Paul 
N. McCloskey, R-Calif., and 
Donald W. Riegle Jr., R-Mich., 
and other 
anti-war Republi- 


cans to challenge President 


Nixon for the GOP nomination. 


The ADA said in a resolution 


that it would endorse only can- 
didates making a total com- 
mitment lor withdrawal from 
Indochina this year and a 
peacetime economy with dras- 
tic cuts in the military budget 
to meet major social and eco- 
nomic problems. 


Former Rep. Allard K. Low- 


enstein, D-N.Y., leader of'the 
"dump Johnson" movement in 
the 1968 presidential campaign 
and a drive to oust President 
Nixon in 1972, was elected ADA 
chairman. 
He succeeds 
the 


Rev Joseph D. Duffey of Con- 
necticut, who held the post for 
two one-year terms.

problem in the early 1900s. 
Nearly every patent medicine 
and elixir contained something 
for the soul. A federal survey 
estimated a quarter million 
addicts in a nation of 100 
million That was hard drugs, 
opiates, real narcotics. 


After WWII 
The all-time low in drug ad- 


dictions came during and after 
World War II. But by 1950 the 
aimless society was producing 
a growing number of heroin 
users, and marijuana's allure 
was finding its way out of the 
confines of the ghetto. 


At the same time 
tran- 


quilizers like Miltown joined 
aspirin in common use as much 
of the adult society looked for 
peace in a pill. 


That set the stage. Pills, 


barbituates, pep pills, mind- 
benders 
exploded 
on 
the 


children of the '50s as they 
matured into the hippies and 
high school students of the 
'60s. 


Why can't we solve the drug 


problem? Look how long it took 
to create it. 


Yet, from Miami, New York,

generality: The drug problem 
is being solved, slowly, ever so 
slowly. 
1980s Viewed 
Says an expert at the Na- 


tional 
Institute 
of 
Mental 


Health: "The real progress will 
come in the 1980s. The 1970s 
will be the action 
decade, 


commenting 
what we have 


discovered in the 1960s." 


The experts sum it up this 


way: 


—For the first time, through 


education, there is a new 
generation of kids coming up 
who are wise on drugs, wary of 
drug use and abuse. In some 
schools, says NIMH, there is 
evidence that marijuana use 
has crested. There is also 
evidence that nationwide the 
use of hallucinogens like LSD, 
and dangerous stimulants are 
declining. 


—The new drug law focuses 


on the sellers. It reduces the 
penalty for simple possession of 
marijuana to a misdemeanor, 
marked down from a felony. 
Many states will follow. 


*—There is a calculated risk: 


that as a misdemeanor 
the 


tendency will be to ignore 
private 
marijuana 
use 
or 


casual experimentation unless 
it is flaunted publicly. It raises 


the question: does the new law 
only provide a more realistic 
penalty, or does it moderate 
the prohibition? 


—In the courts and in the 


practice of medicine an addict 
is being reconsidered as a sick 
person rather than a criminal. 
Ten years ago chances for 
reasonable 
treatment 
a n d 


rehabilitation were nearly ml. 
Things have changed. Some 
clinics which screen their pa- 
tients report they return up to 
85% to normal useful 
life. 


Overall the rate is far less. But 
new innovations b l e n d i n g 
psychiatry, group therapy and 
supportive drugs show promise 
of reaching the dependent and 
addictive personality. 


—There is progress in en- 


forcement. 
Agents 
for 
the 


narcotics bureau say federal 
dollars are buying their way 
into criminal circles where the 
profit motive is paramount. At 
the 
same 
time 
diplomatic 


pressure is pushing drug-pro- 
ducing nations — into new and 
effective 
controls. Yet, the 


United Nations estimates 1.200 
tons of opium finds its way into 
the illicit trade every year. 
Internationally, police manage 
to seize about 10%. In the 
United States, the narcotics 
bureau's agents r e p o r t e d 


seizures of cocaine up 70% in 
1970 over 1969 and 
heroin 


seizures up 63% That does not 
include 
seizures 
by 
other 


federal, 
state 
and 
local 


agents. 
More Progress 
Other signs of progress: A 


Columbia University 
survey 


shows that the use of a syn- 
thetic opiate, m e t h a d o n e , 
reduces crime by heroin ad- 
dicts although its value as a 
curative remains in question. 
In over 3,000 patients in New 
York, arrest 
records 
were 


down and employment rates 
up. 


The National Institute 
of 


Mental Health recently com- 
pleted a college campus survey 
of marijuana use. It showed 
one-third of the students have 
at least tried marijuana, and 
one-seventh said they used it 
regularly. 


The same study indicates 


that 
while 
marijuana 
use 


across the country has in- 
creased considerably in each of 
the last few years, it ap- 
parently 
has 
crested 
in 


California where it began and 
showed its healthiest appetite. 


There are no good figures for 


the number of heroin addicts in 
the United States. There are no 
good figures for'the number of- 
ex-addicts either. 


Ex-addicts are around in in- 


creasing numbers. Addiction is 
no longer considered a one- 
way, dead-end street. 
Heroin Use 
Heroin 
is 
two-and-a-half 


times as strong as morphine. 
Like the loaves and fishes, even, 
a 
small 
quantity 
can 
be, 


adulterated and weakened to 
serve a large number of users, 
and thereby increase the profit. 


"Within th'e last two years 


there has evolved a new style 
of 
heroin addict 
consisting 


largely 
of 
alienated 
white 


youths 
s u f f e r i n g 
from 


disillusionment, 
disafflliation, 


frustration and despair." 


This kind of analysis helps in 


designing therapy and making 
it more effective. 


In California, relatively few 


treatment centers are allowed 
to use methadone. Yet that, 
synthetic narcotic has been 
useful 
in 
reducing 
t h e 


withdrawal symptoms f r o m 
heroin. Its use has exploded 
across the country. 


There 
are also new 
ap- 


proaches in psychiatry aimed 
at making the addict more in- 
dependent. The problem 
is 


giving the addict the help he 
needs without letting him cling 
to the psychiatrist, or drugs, or 
other crutches. 


Community centers are hav- 


ing 
a 
powerful 
effect 
on 


youngsters 
and 
the 
drug 


culture. 
They 
provide 
the 


"calm rooms" to bring kids' 
down after bad trips. They 
provide medical services for 
voungsters who have left home 
and won't go to doctors. They 
also provide counseling and in 
some cases psychiatric help. 
Federal Funds 
For the first time federal 


funds will be available to these 
and others innovative ways of 
reaching the drug user. And 
with practically no strings. 


The old war, of course, goes 


on too. 


The Narcotics Bureau still 


works at stemming the supply 
of drugs, especially heroin and 
cocaine. 
' I n ternational 
agreements 


have helped stem leakage from 
legitimate drug supplies.

Carville, La. (UP!) - The 


casual tourist winding his way 
down the 
Mississippi River 


toward New Orleans'would find 
Garville not unlike dozens of 
other sleepy delta hamlets. 


Prettier than most, perhaps, 


with its moss-laden live oaks 
and weathered mansions of 


'- long-dead sugar p l a n t e r s . 
• Quieter than most, nestled in a 
, brief oasis away from 
the 


heavy industry that has sprung 


\ up fJong this stretch of the 


river in recent years. 


The casual tourist probably 


would not know about CarviUe's 
main industry. Carville is the 
site of the only leprosy hospital 


; in 
the 
continental 
United 


States. One other hospital is on 
the island of Molokai, in the 
Hawaiian chain. 


The U.S. P u b l i c Health 


Service took over operations at 
Carville 50 years ago — 27 
years after the hospital was set 
up on 
an 
old 
plantation 


homesite 
to 
accommodate 


seven patients of what was then 
called, 
bluntly, 
the Hagan 


Avenue 
Pesthole 
in 
New 


Orleans/ 


Now observing its 50th an- 


niversary, Carville can look 
back on a half century of pro- 
gress. It does not necessarily 
look forward to an era of 
hope. 


The institution covers 10 


acres and has two golf courses, 
a tennis court, a fish-stocked 
lake. 
Leprosy Cases 
There are about 300 patients 


at Carville, most of them from 
Gulf Coast states. 


Estimates of the number of 


leprosy victims 
in America 


range from 750 to 2,000. Most 
cases occur in southern Texas 
Louisiana, 
F l o r i d a 
and 


California, although there are 
only seven states in which no 
case has ever been diagnos- 
ed. 


The disease appears in every 


race and ethnic group ex- 
cept—no one knows why—the 
American Indian. 


The World Health Organi- 


zation e s t i m a t e s t h e r e 
are as many as 20 million 
leprosy cases worldwide. The 
number is growing—slowly, but 
faster in percentage than the 
population. 


Enormous progress has been 


made at Carville in treating 
leprosy. There also has been 
headway toward educating the 
public to view leprosy as a 
mere disease—not a stignratic 
mark of Jehovah's wrath. 
Past Complacency 
But 
with 
progress 
and 


enlightnment 
has come an 


unwarranted complacency, for 
in some ways the outlook for 
leprosy is less hopeful than it 
was 20 years ago. 


It can still be a disfiguring, 


disabling disease. It c a n be 
treated, but it cannot be cured. 
Drugs once hailed as the final 
answer to the disease are pro- 
ving to be less than that. And 
while leprosy is not widely 
prevalent in the United States, 
the number of its victims is not 
decreasing, but rising slight- 
ly. 


Leprosy is not hopeless, but 


those who have it find this 
scant comfort. 


Julia Dobbs was 15 when she 


came to Carville in 1956. She is 
unique in being the only one- 
time patient to return as a staff 
member, teaching at the school 
where she won her high school 
diploma shortly 
before her 


disease was arrested by drugs, 
probably permanently. 
'Took Courage' 
Julia had lived in Elsa, Tex., 


before she was sent to Carville. 
Commitment to the hospital 
was mandatory f o r leprosy 
patients in those days. 


Julia's grandmother had the 


disease. The rest of the family 
was checked for it. Nothing 
turned up. 


"Then I noticed a loss of 


sensation in my knee," she 
says. "It took me a long time to 
get up the courage to go to a 
doctor. 


"When I did, he said it was 


probably just a sun allergy. 
The hardest thing I've ever had 
to do was say to the doctor: 
why 
don't 
you 
test 
for 


leprosy? 


Julia married one of the pa- 


tients at Carville. She returned 
to Texas and got a degree from 


Pan American college. She 
returned to teach at Carville 
last year, a healthy, vital 
woman 
with 
five 
healthy 


children. 


Doctors 
know 
leprosy 
is 


caused by a bacillus similar to 
t h e o n e t h a t c a u s e s 
tuberculosis. They do not know 
how it is spread, although pro- 
tracted personal contact seems 
to be a factor. It is not in- 
herited, although susceptibility 
to it may be. 


Leprosy is not'highly con- 


tagious, and under treatment it 
becomes noninfectious in a 
matter of months. 


Left untreated, leprosy can 


cause severe skin lesions and 
nodules, 
damage 
to 
the 


peripheral nervous system and 
blindness. However, it is not 
usually a killer. 
Uniquie Problems 
Carville is one of the world's 


major 
centers 
for 
leprosy 


research. The hospital's direc- 
tor, Capt. John R. Trautman, 
says 
such repositories 
are 


needed to pool expertise on 
problems 
peculiar 
to 
the 


disease. 


One of these problems is in 


diagnosis. 
j 


"It is a disease which can | 


imitate 
almost 
any 
other 


disease which can 
manifes 


itself in a s k i n problem,' 
Trautman said. Most doctors 
are not well acquainted with 
the disease and are unlikely t 
consider it during diagnosis 
because of its relative infre- 
quency 
and 
e q u i v o c a 


symptoms. 


There are also problems in 


treating leprosy. 


Carville, Trautman said, "led 


the way into a new era of hope 
for the leprosy patient" in 1941 
with the sulfone drugs. But 
now, he said, there is 
seroius note of warning that the 
hope was not all that it seemed 
to be. 


"It came as a shock that 


leprosy was actually further 
from control in the 1960s than it 
had been in the 1940s. Even in 
the countries that had some of 
the widest control campaigns, 
the 
surveys 
indicated 
no 


diminution in the prevalence of 
the disease." - 


In most leprosy cases, at 


least five years of treatment 
are needed before the disease 
can be called inactive. 


"Every year in the 1960s in- 


creasing 
numbers 
of 
once 


negative patients came back to 
Carville," Trautman said. 


"A new and sinister feature 


became more and more ap- 
parent 
in 
some 
of 
these 


returning 
patients. 
T h e i r 


disease no longer responded to 
sulfone treatment. 
Follow-ups Needed 
"The patients who returned 


with 
drug-resistant 
disease 


were treated with a succession 
of other drugs, some of which 
were effective for a year or two 
only to become ineffective in 
their turn. 


A failure to assure follow- 


ups, Trautman said, 
"could 


result in a serious increase in 
leprosy of a new drug-resistant 
type which might prove a much 
more serious problem to con- 
trol." 


Most new patients, according 


to Trautman, still respond well 
to 
sulfones and 
can 
look 


forward to normal lives outside 
Carville. 


Hospital researchers hope to 


learn more about the still 
mysterious disease 
by syn- 


thesizing the leprosy bacillus in 
quantity. 
They have 
been 


unable to do this thus far. Work 
also is being done to perfect 
rehabilitation methods and to 
find new ways to prevent crip- 
pling. 


Total government financing 


— no patient pays for treat- 
ment or lodging — allows long- 
range treatment of the ex- 
tremely chronic disease. Such 
treatment in a private hospital 
over a period of years would be 
financially impossible for all 
but the wealthiest patient.

NASA Has Sights 
On Deep Exploring 


Compiled From News Wires 
Cape Kennedy — The space 


agency embarks Saturday On 
an exploration program to send 
spacecraft to every planet in 
the solar system this decade 
from Mercury nearest the sun 
to Pluto in the frigid'outer 
regions. 


With these unmanned probes, 


scientists hope to gather new 
information about the planets, 
searching as much for clues to 
where 
earth's 
evolutionary 


process is taking mankind as to 
where 
the 
planets 
came 


from. 


Mars has been given top 


priority. A spacecraft, Mariner 
8, waits on launch pad 36 for 
lift-off Saturday to the Red 
Planet to start this series of 
planetary probes. On May 17, a 
companion, Mariner 9, will 
follow. The two probes are 
scheduled to go into orbit about 
Mars in November. 


If -successful, 
they 
will 


become the first space vehicles 
to orbit Mars, and for at least 
three months they are to ex- 
plore about 70% of the planet, 
gathering details about the at- 
mosphere and clouds, the ter- 
rain, s e a s o n a l variations, 
temperature changes, the polar 
caps, internal structure and the 
possibilities for life. 
Search for Life 
Officials of the space agen- 


cy's Jet Propulsion Laboratory, 
Pasadena, 
Calif., 
w h i c h 


developed the p a y 1 o a d s , 
emphasized the Mariners will 
not find life, but could detect 
conditions in which some form 
of life might exist — not the 
fearsome creatures of science 
fiction, but perhaps rudimen- 
tary plants. 


The search for life on Mars 


received impetus in March 
when three of the laboratory's 
scientists reported they had 
simulated Martian soil with 
baked earth and crushed glass 
and the thin atmosphere with 
carbon 
dioxide, 
c a r b o n 


monoxide and water vapor. 


Dr. John E. N a u g l e , 


associate 
administrator 
for 


space science and application 
at the National Aeronautics and 
Space administration (NASA) 
outlined the program:

bes will also investigate the 
asteroid

December, 


1973. 


—Mariner 
Venu»-Mercury: 


This craft should give scientists 
their first closeup look at 
Mercury. It is scheduled for' 
launching in either- October, of 
November 1973. It should pass 
Venus in February 197$, and get 
a boost from the "planet's 
gravity which will sling it on to 
a rendezvous with Mercury "in 
'March 1974. 


It is to send back the first 


American television pictures of 
Venus. . 
Landing Pads 
—Viking: In. addition to put- 


ting two Viking -craft into- orbit 
. around Mars, two scientific 
packages, are to be soft-landed 
on the Martian surface.

September of 1975 and go into 
orbit around the planet in mid- 
summer, 1976. For 50 days, the 
craft will circle Mars to con- 
firm the best landing sites 
before the two 75-pound landing 
pods are released.

America's two Mariner scout 


satellites set for launch Satur- 
day are only the beginning of 
the U.S. planetary program 
planned for the rest of the 
decade.

include a biological unit equip- 
ped with four life detecting 
devices. 


—Grand tour: This project is 


planned to take advantage of 
an opportunity that comes only 
every 179 years — the use of 
Jupiter's gravity to speed a 
spacecraft into a path that will 
take it by the planets in the 
outer extremes of the solar 
system — Saturn, Uranus. 
Neptune and Pluto. 


NASA is planning two flights. 


The first is aimed for a -launch 
opportunity in 1976 and 
1977, 


which would allow exploration 
of Jupiter, Saturn and Pluto. 
The second scheduled in 1979 
and would allow a craft to fly 
by Jupiter, Uranus and Nep- 
tune. 


Congress has yet to approve 


the Grand Tour, which is ex- 
pected to cost more than $900 
million.

Transportation (DOT) are pondering 
whether Lincoln deserves a million 
dollars or more in federal aid to 
buy a bus line. 


In Lincoln, members of the State 


Railway Commission will, as soon as 
a transcript of last week's hearing 
becomes available, begirt deliberating 
on the question of Lincoln City Lines' 
departure from the city'-s streets. 


Ultimately, both of these delibera- 


tions will have great impact on the 
Capital City's mass transportation 
picture. 


But on Tuesday a few thousand 


Lincolnites — not federal officials, not 
bureaucrats, not politicians,

Amtrak Begins Operations 
Trains Whistle Across 
Nebraska on Schedule 


Pressure from congressmen, labor 


unions and rail passengers was ap- 
parently not enough to derail Amtrak 
— originally known as Railpax — 
and the first train scheduled to cross 
Nebraska arrived in Omaha last Sat- 
urday night. 


The train was a westbound unit 


which left 
Chicago at 2:45 p.m. 


Saturday and arrived in Denver at 
7:15 a.m. Sunday. It stopped in Lin- 
coln shortly after midnight to take on 
passengers, fuel and water. 


The first eastbound train to cross 


Nebraska left D e n v e r at 6 p.m. 
Saturday, arrived Sunday in Omaha 
at 3:29 a.m. and will be in Chicago 
at 10.50 a.m. 
Burlington Northern (BN) tracks, 


personnel and equipment will be used 
between Chicago and Denver on the 
Amtrak route. 


The last full-fledged BN operation 


in Nebraska arrived in Lincoln at 
10:10 p.m. Friday. It changed into an 
Amtrak operation shortly before ar- 
riving at Hastings at 1:03 a.m. Satur- 
day. 


Amtrak is a semipublic corporation 


in the rail passenger business. It has 
contracted with certain railroads to 
furnish transportation services. 


Lincoln is a stop on what is called 


by Amtrack the Chicago-San Francis- 
co route. The label is actually a mis- 
nomer because the train route ends 
in Oakland, Calif. Jutting into San 
Francisco Bay, the city of San 
Francisco cannot be reached by Am- 
trak lines. Passengers bound for that 
city will have to take a car or bus 
from Oakland into the Golden Gate 
City.

Reapportionment to Rear 
Its Head Monday; Waldo., 
Mrs. Craft May Lose Seats

Reapportionment, an issue which 


vexed Nebraska Legislatures in the 
1960s, should bloom again in the 1971 
Unicameral in a matter of days.

Monday meeting to review 
and probably report out the principal 
legislative reapportionment bill. 


Callaway Sen. J. J. Waldron, 


architect of redistricting outside of 
Douglas 
and Lancaster Counties, 


declined to say much about the reap- 
portionment measure in advance of 
Monday's meeting. 


But it is regarded as almost certain 


the realignment will call for elimina- 
tion of Sens. Ellen Craft of North 
Platte and Willard Waldo of DeWitt at 
the end of their terms next year. 


Population shifts in the last decade 


entitle Sarpy County to one extra 
senator plus a portion of a second. The 
number of Douglas County senators 
also should rise by one. from 12 to 13. 


If Sarpy and Douglas Counties each 


gam a senator, that irrefutably means 
somebody has to lose out. 


Mrs Craft already has announced 


she doesn't plan to run again anyway. 
So the proposed reapportionment, it is 
understood, attaches the three moct 
southwestern townships of Custer 
County — where Waldron lives — to 
Lincoln County (North Platte). 


Since Waldon was elected for a four- 


year term in 1970, he would then 
represent North Platte and the rest of 
Lincoln County for al! of 1973 and 1974, 
not the geographic area which put him 
in office. No opportunity would be 
available for a North Platte resident 
to seek election until 1974. 


In Waldo's case, the squeeze is on 


his district (Jefferson, Saline and a 
part of Gage County) from east and 
west — Sen. Richard Maresh of 
Milligan pushing from the west, Sen. 
Fred Carstens of Beatrice from the 
east. Both Maresh and Carstens won 
four-year terms at the polls last 
November. Reapportionment tnerefore 
cannot dislodge them.

University of N e b r a s k a 
Chancellor D. B. Varner, after 
conferring with medical college 
offcials, informed him that the 
Medical Center has not pushed 
for the p'rogram but that Don 
Duncan 
(who resigned 
last 


week as State Insttutions Dpt. 
director at the governor's re- 
quest) wanted O r t h o p e d i c 
closed and the services given to 
the NU Medical Center. 


"I respect Mr. Duncan and 


his sincere convictions, but he 
has done nothing in past years 
to help the Orthopedic Hospital 
and I do not agree with his 
decision to close it down," Dr. 
Mitchell said. 


"He (Duncan) sat in his of- 


fice and told me that he 'felt the 
small hospital has no place in 
the state of Nebraska in the 
treatment of patients, 
that 


small hospitals are a thing of 
the past," Dr. M i t c h e l l 
said. 


During this conversation. Dr. 


Mitchell said, he recalled there 
is a small SO^bed hospital going 
up near Duncan's office on the 
Lincoln Regional Center (state 
hospital) campus for which the 
L e g i s l a t u r e appropriated 
funds. 


Turning to the special study 


committee appointed two years 
ago, Dr. Mitchell questioned 
the procedures

We have every expectation it 
will be renewed after another 
inspection in June." 


—Equipment: "I have feeen 


associated with Orthopedic for 
22 years and have never found 
it wanting in any necessary 
surgical equipment needed for 
treatment of patients." 


—Staff: "I consider our staff 


of eight Lincoln orthopedists 
(including 
four 
orthopedic 


surgeons establishing practice 
locally in the past two years) 
competent to any developed in 
the state. We have the oldest 
residency program in Nebraska 
today, established well over 30 
years ago, 
g r a d u a t i n g 


orthopedists who are practicing 
from Hawaii to the East Coast 
and Corpus Christi, Tex., to 
Fargo, N D." 


Dr. Mitchell said the Medical 


Center's own budget proposal 
shows the per diem cost of 
acute care patients will be $106, 
compared 
w i t h 
$55 
at 


Orthopedic. 
Figure Challenged 
He challenged the center's 


prediction that only 25% of the 
patients will require acute care 
service. He said the first of two 
surveys 
by 
the 
Orthopedic 


medical staff shows 57% of the 
patients in need of acute care 
and 69% a month later in a se- 
cond survey. 


He 
also 
questioned 
the 


Medical 
Center's 
budgeted 


$19.43-per-patient cost for out- 
patient clinic services when 
Orthopedic Hospital charges 
nothing for this ambulatory 
care. He drew attention to 
Orthopedic's increased clinic 
load of 5,545 patients seen in

"Our (doctors') fees are in- 


cluded in the $55 per diem 
costs," Dr. Mitchell said. His 
salary is $6,000 a year. He said 
that none of the seven other 
orthopedic surgeons, veterans 
or not, receive more than $200 
a month for one or more days 
of service weekly.

Dr. Mitchell suggests this 


represents a dedication by 
Orthopedic Hospital surgeons 
which is in line with that 
displayed by other longtime 
employes.

State Recreation Area, located 
just north of here on 37 acres of 
riverfront land which used to 
be an island in the Missouri, is 
ready for boaters. 


Initial construction, including 


a boat-launching ramp and 
dock, rest station and picnic 
grounds, has been completed, 
and the area was opened to the 
public Saturday for use in con- 
nection with the Nebraska City 
Arbor Day celebration. 


Gov. J. James Exon was to 


be on hand at 11 a.m. today to 
cut the ribbon and give a brief 
address. Representatives of the 
State Game and Parks Com- 
mission and the Army Corps of 
Engineers, joint sponsors of the 
project, were expected to be 
present as well. 


The marina is one of 35 


boating access facilities along 
the Missouri River between 
Rulo and Sioux City which are 
being constructed on a cost- 
sharing basis by the Corps of 
Engineers in cooperation with 
state and local governments.

The marinas are intended to

The town and the Nebraska 


City Boat Club had discussed 
the possibility of a marina for 
several years before the state 
became interested, according 
to Les Carr, a boating en- 
thusiast 
and 
member 
of 


Nebraska City's Dock Board, 
who has been pushing for the 
marina for 10 years. 
It happened that the city 


owned unused riverside land, 
which had accreted to the city's 
Riverview Park north of town 
when the river changed its 
course between 1939 and 1949. 


During those years the Corps 


of Engineers was busy taming 
the nver, straightening its 
course and slowing the current 
for navigation. Revetments 
built by the Corps gradually 
closed out a channel on the west 
side of the island, slowly filling 
it with silt each time high 
water flooded the revetment. 
According tc the Corps, the 
channel was left high and dry 
after the flood of 1952 dumped 
an unusually large load of 
silt. 


During the intervening years 


the boat club tried to maintain a 
landing on the land, but was 
washed wit by high waters 
each spring. In 1966 a private 
concession was 
granted to 


Robert Knisely of Nebraska 
City to dredge out a 
"wet 


manna" in the bank. Kniselv 
was "sold down the river," 
however, 
when 
the 
next 


spring's high waters dropped 
heavy siltation in his newly- 
dredged marina.

Cross-State Dribble to Help Pay Medical Costs 


Don't invest much time trying to determine whether 


the 1971 Legislature's override last week of Gov. J. J. 
Exon's veto on the cigaret tax increase-building projects 
bill politically hurt or helped the chief executive. (You 
can make the case both ways.) Not until or unless Exon 
runs for reelection is the matter relevant. And by November 
1974 
the Legislatures of 1972, 1973 and 1974 will have met, 


struggled, created headlines, transgressed, made advances 
and adjourned. How many people will acutely recall what 
happened in the 1971 session? Who remembers the fuss 
over the 1965 cigaret tax increase earmarking law? 


Because money from the cigaret tax increase will have 


loag-lasting, tangible results — as did the last one — 
Nebraskans probably will come to generally like the end 
product. 
Walls of new buildings are constant, physical 


reminders of what this society classifies as achievements. 
So are new roads, new television towers and new parks. 


From the governor's strategic standpoint, however, the 


veto override can have a very bad, lingering effect. The 
chance of using yet another cigaret tax increase to help 
ease pressure on 'state sales and income tax rates during 
the next three years is about nil. Should the 1971 Unicameral 
also raise excise taxes on beer and liquor — something 
that's done about once every five years — and earmark 
that new cash for building projects, another key general 
fund revenue improvement source would be closed off for 
Exon. Next to sales and income taxes, the cigaret and 
beer-liquor excise taxes are the most important origins 
of state general fund dollars. 


Of Political Parties 


It was instructive to hear how much applause Sen. 


Edmund Muskie received at last weekend's Jefferson-Jackson 
Day dinner when he came down hard against the Vietnam 
War. 
The previous year's J-J speaker. Iowa Sen. Harold 


Hughes said much "the same thing in Omaha with un- 
derwhelming crowd response. Have Nebraska 
Democrats 


really come to view the war differently in a year's time? 
Witnesses at the 1968 Nebraska Democratic state convention 
in Hastings recall how Lancaster County delegates were 
bad-mouthed when they sponsored a resolution calling for 
a curb on Vietnam fighting. 


In the other political party, Lincoln attorney Arlen Beam, 


former Lancaster County Republican chairman, has emerged 
as a key associate of Rep. Charles Thone. It was Beam 
who instrumentally -helped swing the congressional nomina- 
tion to Thone in a very tight party race with Bob Barnett. 
Now Thone's employed representative in the First District, 
Beam last week nominated Art Knox and Monroe Usher 
Jr. for leadership posts in the GOP district committee. 
They won. too. 


Little Bits of Things 


—The inside word is that nothing will hasten unioniza- 


tion of state employes more than the Budget Committee's 
proposal knocking out all existing agency fringe benefit 
insurance programs. One source says the real question 
is whether the union will be formed along independent 
lines or become associated with the AFL-CIO. 


—Because it happens so infrequently, an occasion when 


alll 12 Omaha senators vote together on one side of a 
"hot"' legislative, issue ought, to be remembered. There was 
complete unanimity within the Douglas County ranks last 
week on a move to switch state aid to schools from the 
basis of only kids in public schools to all children in 
a district, ages 5 to 18. The "census" plan amendment 
carried, 20-16, the dozen Omaha votes making the difference. 
That vote again demonstrated Omaha's power in the 
Legislature, if all Gate City people hang together — which 
is rare. 


—The soft nature of Nebraska's economy could mean 


the 13^ personal income tax rate recommended 
by the 


administration next year may have to be 14% just to 
provide roughly the same dollars.

stead of building a new plant to 
the northeast, 
Schwartzkopf 


has pointed out the Council took 
part in the decision. 


Peterson, in turn, has pointed 


out he has been only one of 
seven councilmen. Besides, he 
has noted, the mayor, in his 
leadership role, should exert 
influence. 


One such point of contention 


was an exchange during a 
candidates' meeting over an 
exercise area for prisoners in 
the city-county jail. 


S c h w a r t z k o p f 
scored 


Peterson for not making use of 
his position on the County-City 
Building 
Committee, 
while 


Peterson said the mayor could 
have exerted his influence — he 
would not have relied on a 
committee, Peterson said. 


As for firing Nelson 
and 


Holsinger, S c h w a r t z k o p f 
retorted, in both cases, it was 
personal reasons and not policy 
behind Peterson's threat. 
Conflict Alleged 
Peterson said the real reason 


was the failure of both men to 
do their jobs properly, and he 
also alleged there is conflict 
between Nelson and the Law 
Dept. 


In a recent face-to-face con- 


frontation, the two candidates 
also disagreed over the value of 
the Lincoln Action Program 
(LAP), 
the 
local 
agency 


dispensing 
federal 
poverty 


funds. 


Peterson implied LAP is not 


spending its $1 million-plus 
properly and promised to take 
a close look at it's activities. 
"I'm afraid they are getting 
into more of the negative things 
rather than the positive help I 
had hoped they could pro- 
vide." 


Schwartzkopf c o u n t e r e d 


Peterson was not familiar with 
LAP, although he could have 
been if he had wanted to by 
taking a seat on the LAP 
board. 


Schwartzkopf also has refer- 


red frequently to the need for a 
mayor to be free of special in- 
terests. Backers of the mayor 
have implied P e t e r s o n ' s 
homebuilding connection could 
r e s u l t 
in 
administrative 


decisions benefitting developers 
rather than the public. 
Financial Interest 
Peterson has announced he is 


turning over management ol 
Peterson Construction Co. to 
his son, although he will con- 
tinue to have a financial in- 
terest in the firm. 


"I don't think it is a sin to 


have other property," Peterson 
said. "I don't think it would 
operate against the city in- 
terest. On the contrary, I think 
it would fee in the city in- 
terest." 


Schwartzkopf received 51% of 


the vote in the 
three-way 


primary, to Peterson's 30%. 
The remainder went to Coun- 
cilman Bill Davidson, who was 
eliminated from the race.

Is apparently headed for a sec- 
ond four-year term as mayor 
of Lincoln.

$965,000 bond issue for city 
takeover should be approved 
Tuesday.

Anchor man 
Bob Graham, who was in third 
place at the start of his 880 leg, 
stayed behind the leaders until 
the start of the backstretch on. 
the last lap. He then overhaul- 
ed Kearney's Rich Molcyzk and 
Doane's Rick Bailey going into 
the wind and won by 'five 
yards.

Kurt Nielsen captured the

"One day at practice coach Devaney asked- me if I'd 


rather play offense or defense," related Bill. "I told him 
tfrat it didn't matter, that I just wanted to play. He said 
he knew that, but that some players who can play either 
way do better if they play what they really like. So I told 
Ijim that if I had a choice I'd rather play defense."

"A couple of weeks before spring practice coach Melton- 


told me that he had lost me and that same day coach 
Kiffin told me I'd play tackle," says Bill, who was originally 
recruited out of Grand Forks, N.D., as a linebacker.

game in his freshman season. Kiffin, then a freshman defensive 
coach, switched him" to tackle opposite Larry Jacobson and 
that's where he stayed. 
Pass Rush Toughest To Learn 


That's the way it's been the last couple of weeks in 


the current spring practice. Jacobson at one tackle and Janssen 
at the other on the Black Shirts unit. Bill is realistic, however. 


"It's still wide open," he says of his bid for a starting 


job. "I don't think anything will be decided until September. 
I know I have a lot of work to do on my pass rush. That's 
the toughest -thing for me and the thing that the coaches 
really emphasize." 


Bill finds that his offensive experience wasn't wasted. "It 


really helps me because you can read a guy's stance and 
know what he's trying to do," he says. 


At 6-3Va and 228, Bill is no giant. But that 228 is 37 


pounds more than he carried when he started for the freshmen. 
"I think it's big enough. You go against some awfully strong 
guys, but if you can pop 'em as fast and hard as they 
pop you it doesn't make any difference," he says. 


"My goal has always been to be a starter as a junior 


and senior. It feels good to have a Black Shirt. I just hope 
I'm good enough to keep it," he says. 
Sloan Fund Set Up 
For Cardiac Care 


North Platte — The energetic 


life-style and sudden death of 
Clair Sloan, a North Platte 
school teacher and 
former 


University of Nebraska star 
athlete, has prompted an idea 
which his family hopes may 
someday spell life for someone 
else. 


Over $600 has been given in 


memorial 
gifts 
since 
Mr. 


Sloan's unexpected death from 
a heart attack April 18. 


"We would like to use the 


money to begin a fund to 
purchase cardiac equipment 
for use in North Platte," Mrs. 
Sloan explained. 


She emphasized establish- 


ment of the fund would not be a 
memorial to only her husband, 
but "perhaps other people will 
contribute, to it for their possi- 
ble need someday or will add to 
it as a memorial to their own 
loved ones." 


The Nebraska Medical Assn. 


has been emphasizing the need 
for and importance of electrical 
monitoring systems for cardiac 
patients in smaller hospitals in 
Nebraska. 


Although the systems are 


sophisticated and expensive, 
the society says they can 
almost eliminate deaths from 
heart condition defects if a pa- 
tient reaches the hospital alive 
and is able to use the equip- 
ment. 


North Platte hospitals have 


some cardiac m o n i t o r i n g 
equipment, but there is "a 
great need for more," says Dr. 
Max Raines. 


"A community-wide, conti- 


nuing project to raise funds to 


purchase 
much 
equipment 


could someday mean the dif- 
ference between- life and death 
for many cardiac patients," 
Dr. Raines explained. 


Electrical cardiac monitoring 


equipment, which is in use in 
larger hospitals, -would cost 
several thousand dollars. 


An account to be known as 


the "Community C a r d i a c 
Fund" has been opened here at 
Mutual Building and Loan- and 
will act as fiscal agent. 


A board of trustees compris- 


ed of medcal authorities will 
determine the specific cardiac 
equipment to be purchased. 


When Clair Sloan, 62, col- 


lapsed and died, early on a 
Sunday morn-ing, his family 
had no forewarning. 


A healthy, vigorous man, he 


had continued . to engage ui 
athletics long after he left the 
University of Nebraska. 


In the 17 years he taught at 


North Platte High School where 
he had served as golf coach for 
many years and was director of 
the 
Distributive 
Education 


program at the time of his 
death he had never missed a 
day of work for illness. 


Heart 
illness 
was not, 


however, unfamiliar 
to the 


Sloans. Mrs. Sloan, has been 
hospitalized and treated ex- 
tensively for a heart illness 
which forced her retirement 
from teaching two years ago. 


The need for cardiac equip- 


ment for North Platte had, on 
several o c c a s i o n s , been 
discussed when the Sloan's two 
children, Dean, a medical doc? 
tor in Seattle and Sam, an 
architect in Spokane, were 
home for visits.

Nebraska hasn't seen a :09.3 or :09.4 in the his- 
tory of the state. 


Short distance speedsters are obviously a Texas specialty, 


however. They don't even compete in the two mile run' or 
two-mile relay. Texas runs the 440 relay instead. Also, they 
don't match Nebraska in the pole vault. 


Just four Cornhusker State preps would make the Texas 


top ten chart in all events. The biggest plus comes in the discus. 
Our state leading toss by Aurora's Tom Kropp would also lead 
their chart. Lincoln Northeast's Ron Greeno would be second on 
the mile list in Texas and two of our vaulters, North Platte's Bill 
Lauer and Mike Cockerham of Fremont, would be third and 
fourth. 


Despite the population difference Nebraska compares on 


a nearly even basis with Illinois. In fact, their Chicago- 
dominated chart doesn't do much better against Texas than 
we do. Except for three milers and two pole vaulters, Illinois 
would place just three others on all the Texas top ten lists.

the sport is "many centuries" 
old and should be encouraged. 


The bill would authorize the 


State Game and Parks Com- 
mission to regulate the sport.

before the L e g i s l a t u r e ' s 
Agriculture 
and 
Recreation 


Committee in February, the 
senators were told there are 
now few falconers in Nebraska. 


Murky waters and a late 


thaw have held down the catch 
so far this spring. But quite a 
few trout have been landed by 
devotees of both branches.

Initiated 


Nebraska's Game and Parks 


Commision is wheeling and 
dealing with agencies from 
other states and with the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife service to 
obtain a Variety of game fish 
for stocking in Nebraska's 
waters. 


Most of the fish being im- 


ported into the state were 
traded 
for 
walleye 
and 


northern pike eggs collected by 
Nebraska fisheries technicians 
from wild spawners. For ex- 
ample, Nebraska is shipping 
500,000 walleye fry to Virginia 
in exchange for up to 2 million 
striped bass fry. Another 
500,000 stripers were purchased 
from South Carolina and flown 
to Nebraska on April 29. 


A deal with the U.S. Fish and 


Wildlife Service sent Nebraska 
walleye and northern eggs to 
federal 
hatcheries. 
In 
ex- 


change, Nebraska will get cat- 
fish, largemouth bass, 
and 


bluegill fingerlings this sum- 
mer for stocking in the fall. 


Besides trading, another im- 


portance source of fish for 
Nebraska waters is the Game 
Commission's own fish hat- 
cheries. The facility at North 
Platte has hatched some 8 
million northern pike fry for 
stocking in the state and is 
raising a b o u t 2 million to 
fingerling size in rearing ponds. 
About 1,300,000 walleye 
fry 


have been hatched and are in 
rearing ponds to be brought up 
to fingerling size before stock- 
ing. 


Fisheries technicians 
col- 


lected about 21 million walleye 
eggs and from 30 to 40 million 
northern pike eggs this spring. 
Most of these went to the Fish 
and Wildlife Service or other 
states m various trades. 


Later this spring and during 


the summer, the Commission's 
hatcheries will be working with 
the largemouth bass, catfish, 
and bluegill from the federal 
hatcheries, 
as 
w e l l 
as 


smallmouth bass, 
Kentucky 


spotted bass, and rock bass 
ifrom adult spawners at the 
Nebraska 
hatcheries. 
The 


North Platte Hatchery will 
handle the smallmouths, while 
facilities at Valentine and Rock 
Creek will deal with the other 
species. 


In addition, Nebraska trout 


rearing stations supply cat- 
chable-size fish for put-and- 
take lakes. Federal hatcheries 
provide trout for stocking in 
northwest Nebraska streams as 
part of the deal.

by Bontrager, had the trip filmed for the use of the doctor, 
and later saw it on television, spliced-into the shots of the 
female with cubs to look as if the doctor has shot the 
female. Among the defendants are the photographer, NBC 
television, Wolper Productions and the Quaker Oats Co. 
Cause For Ulcers 


Another cause for executive ulcers cornes from the national 


president of the only nation-wide organization of big game 
hunters in North America, who has called for a total boycott 
against all products manufactured by the Quaker Oats Co. 


Former Nebraskan Wayne K. Tiller of Dallas, Tex., now 


president of the National Sportsman's Club, announced that 
the nation-wide boycott would be implemented by the club 
members in the United States, Canada and Mexico. He asked 
all other sportsmen and conservationists to join in the boycott. 


"We have established beyond any question that the Quaker 


Oats Company is at fault in this matter," Tiller said. "At 
a meeting with representatives of the National Sportsman's 
Club the company refused to initiate steps to repair the ex- 
tensive damage inflicted upon the conservation programs in 
the United States and the reputation of 25 million hunter- 
sportsmen in the United States." 


He added that the boycott would continue until the company 


publicly acknowledges its responsibility and initiates an effort 
to repair the damages done. 


It seems that the noose is tightening on those who would 


defame the fine sport of hunting. And perhaps it's about 
time.

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Cancer Care Aids Patients, Assists Victims9 Families

New York - Cancer Care, of necessity, works 


with a fair amount of dispatch." Rarely does 


its relationship with clients continue more than 
a year, for they have reached the stage where 
there is little more that medical science can do. 
Last year more than 5,000 patients were aided. 


An arm of the National Cancer Foundation, 


Cancer Care, Inc., does more than assist patients. 
It also helps families cope with the tragedy. 


"Even though death is inevitable, our job is 


to see that the patient lives as fully as possible' 
to the end and that families live as normally 
as they can," said Irene G. Buckley, executive 
director. 


"Wives can still be mothers, children can be 


involved in their usual activities, and husbands 
can still work." 


Although families are usually referred to the 


organization by the attending physician, occasionally 
they telephone on their own initiative. Over the 
years, an increasing number of patients themselves 
have come in to plan for their families. 


Privacy 


"At one time, most patients weren't told they 


had cancer," Mrs. Buckley said. "The modern trend 
is to inform them. But we are sometimes involved 
in a conspiracy of silence. The severe disadvantage 
of that is that it adds to the stresses and strains 
of the family." 


The organization still considers privacy one of 


its basic tenets (the telephone is answered with 
just the number, not the name), but it has found 
that it is easier to work with the patient and 
that results are more fruitful if he is aware of 
the diagnosis. 


"It complicates matters if the patient doesn't 


know," said Mrs. Ruth Michaels, director of social 
service. "They sometimes feel more remote from 
family life — they feel pushed out and they will 
say things like 'I don't count in the family any 
more.' They get this impression because the family

is afraid that inadvertently they will reveal 
something they shouldn't. 


"In the vast flurry of protectiveness, nobody 


is being protected, the patient surely not," Mrs. 
Michaels added. 


Cancer Care, marking its 25th anniversary this 


year, has 16 social workers on its staff, all of 
whom maintain regular 
contact 
with family 


members (more than 10,000 were involved in the 
scope of activities last year). About 70% of the 
$2.5 million budget goes toward social services. 


Service 


Among the provisions' made for families, and 


for patients who live alone, are homemaker care 
(which totaled 300,000 hours last year and can 
range from several hours daily to 24-hour, live-in 
help), special medicine, equipment and financial 
assistance for schooling and education. 


"We are an institution, but we try to give 


people a feeling of closeness," Mrs. Buckley said. 


About 14% of the cases are middle-aged and 


elderly people living alone; the remainder are 
family units. 


"We are a joint partnership with the family," 


Mrs. Buckley said. "Financially, most people want 
to contribute as much as they can, and sometimes 
it's difficult to get people to take help, to make 
them realize it will be a long haul. We don't 
want people to give up everything they have, and 
most of them have already had fantastic expenses 
before they reach the advanced stage." 


The organization has assisted children of pa- 


tients to continue with schools, music lessons, nurs- 
ing and other training courses, helped place blind 
and mentally retarded children in suitable programs 
and shared the husband's emotional and financial 
burden. 


It has helped children who resent, fear or 


won't accept fiheir parent's illness, and single 
parents who are concerned over the future of their 
children.

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Good 


Sermon 
Is Still 
Rarity

Since consumers are having their say 


In all fields these days, it may be in 
order for a veteran sermon-listener to offer 
a few suggestions to preachers. 


The first is simply a reiteration of 


what every good seminary has been trying 
to teach students for years. Alas, too many 
preachers seem to forget it after they gain 
access to a pulpit. 


Don't preach too long. Twelve to 15 


minutes is a sufficient length for sermons. 
Twenty minutes is the absolute maximum. 
Any good that may be accomplished in 
the early stages of a marathon sermon 
is dissipated by the rising irriation of the 
captive audience when a preacher drones 
on and on. 


The second piece of advice is closely 


related to the first: get right to the point 
Don't beat around the bush with long-wind- 
ed introductory remarks. Don't digress into 
irrelevant drolleries. Don't try to impress 
your'listeners with your erudition by quot- 
ing copiously from the scriptures or vogue 
theologians. 


You should have a clear idea of the 


dominant thought or thoughts you are 
trying to leave with your listeners and 
build your sermon with a single-minded 
determination to make your point as con- 
cisely and lucidly as possible. 
Anti-Climax 


When you make your point, stop 


even if you've been preaching only five 
minutes. Anti-climax is even deadlier in 
speaking than in writing. Besides, an oc- 
casional very short sermon will condition 
your congregation to listen attentively from 
the very outset, instead of assuming they 
have 20. minutes in which to tune you 
in. 
• 


Suggestion number three: always use 


the language of the people you're address- 
ing, not the (to them) exotic language 
ef theology. People who are familiar with 
the Bible, or who read a lot of religious 
books, can communicate with each other 
in a kind of jargon that is utterly baffling 
to most laymen. Some of the favorite words 


of religions professionals — words inch 
as incarnation, atonement, repentance, 
sacrifice and charity — either mean nothing 
at all, or mean something entirely different 
than the preacher has in mind, to a large 
percentage of the average church con- 
greagation. 


This means that a preacher who wishes 


to communicate saving truth must learn 
to paraphrase, to get at the substance 
of the thing instead of spewing forth time- 
hallowed verbal formulas. This is not easy 
to do. It requires a great deal of effort. 
But one who is unwilling or unable to. 
do it will never be a good preacher and 
should 
find 
some 
other 
form 
of 


ministry. 


Full Strength 


The fourth suggestion is: don't try to 


water down The Gospel to make it easier 
for your listeners to believe and accept. 
If you soft-pedal the supernatural aspects 
of the Christian faith because you think 
"modern" minds may find them in- 
crediable, you will drive people 'to seek 
elsewhere — either in another church or 
in some weird "occult" practice — for 
a.transrational dimension of existence. 


Finally, remember that a sermon 


should appeal to the heart and will as 
well as to the mind. No one has ever 
been more gifted than the late C. S. Lewis 
in presenting the case for Christianity on 
a purely intellectual basis. But he always 
insisted it was better to approach men 
through their emotions rather than through 
their intellects. The most that rational 
argument can do is remove invalid pre- 
j u d i c e s against religious truth. The 
leap of faith — the decision to risk one's 
life on the possibility that Jesus really 
is the way — takes place at a deeper 
level of the human personality than logic 
alone can reach. 


Thus a good sermon is hot just an 


argument or a moral lecture or a sales 
talk, but a challenge, an invitiation, a dare 
and a promise.

Self-Stick 
Tiles Easy 
To Use 


By Associated Press 


Self-stick backings on floor 


tiles make it about a two-hour 
job to floor a room. 


Newer tiles of pure vinyl in 


colorful patterns, wood grain 
and grainy blacks and whites, 
can be folded and bent without 
breaking, making the floor tile 
job even easier than it has 
been. Manufacturers tout these 
tiles as 'being non-chip, free 
from distortion and easy to cut 
with a pair of scissors or a 
razor blade. They are 12 by 12 
inch squares so you may not 
need to cut them. 


There are many advantages 


in using self-stick tiles. The 
most important one is that they 
can be removed if they haven't 
been properly aligned. 


Start laying the tiles in the 


center of the floor and work 
away from that area. You may 
have a little cutting to do when 
you get to the walls, base 
cabinets or doors. 


Putting your own flooring 


down in a new house can cut 
costs. Family rooms, children's 
rooms, utility rooms, kitchens, 
bathrooms and dens may be 
considered money saving areas

Garden Gossip 
Chemical Painted 
On Coarse Grass 


By EMERY W. NELSON 
County Extension Agent 


Course, broad-bladed grasses 


in the lawn are unsightly. Such 
grasses as bromegrass and tall 
fescue often become establish- 
ed in the bluegrass and are 
difficult to eradicate because 
they grow and thrive under* the 
same conditions as bluegrasv 


All of these 
undesirable 


perennial grasses are easy to 
identify. 
Bromegrass blades 


have a "W" imprinted on each 
unmowed blade. Tall fescue 
has deep ribbing on the top 
surface of the blade. 


Other grasses which 
are 


often undesirable are timothy 
and red top. 


Eliminating these 
grasses 


from an established lawn can 
be accomplished by digging or 
by using chemicals. Pulling is 
difficult and usually does not do 
a satisfactory job as the 
grasses may regrow from the 
root system. A better 
pro- 


cedure is to dig the entire plant 
and replace the vacated area 
with new sod. 


A chemical which will control 


the 
perennial 
grasses 
is 


Dalapon. This chemical also 


kills the desirable grasses in- 
cluding bluegrass. 


Therefore, it must be applied 


carefully and only to those 
plants and areas which are in- 
fested with the 
undesirable 


grass. When the plants are 
scattered, the Dalapon can be- 
painted carefully on individual 
plants. 


In instances where the broad- 


bladed grasses cover larger 
areas, Dalapon is applied and 
then the bare area sodded the 
following fall. 


Make certain the 
entire 


coarse grass plant is removed 
or destroyed by chemical or it 
may be necessary to repeat the 
chore next spring.

On Arbor Day, Apri! 22, it 


seemed outside everything had 
come into bloom at once — 
crocus, tulips, f o r s y t h i a . 
flowering almond, quince, lilac, 
the flowering crabs, magnolia 


; and red bud. 


This has created a marvelous 


display of natural beauty — and 
also gave nurserymen one great 
and massive headache. 


When trees and shrubs start 


their new growth, they can uo 
longer be transplanted safely. 
On Arbor Day, more than 80*^ of 
the trees and shrubs in eastern 
Nebraska nurseries couldn't be 
transplanted. 


In other words, the person 


who went to the nursery fields to 
select a tree for planting on this 
special day was able to pick 
•from less than 2(Kt cf those 
available. And similar condi- 


. tions occur year after year after 


- year. 
- This will, in itself, create real 
problems 
in 
the 
y e a r s 


ahead. 


Treeless Deserts 
Many years ago American 


ekns were planted almost ex- 
clusively 
with 
little 
or 
no 


diversification of other trees. 


. Now. with Dutch elm disease, 


many towns that relied on 
American elms are little more 


• than treeless deserts. Had other 


trees been interspersed with the 
elms, 
this 
tragic 
situation 


- wouldn't have occurred. 


Because of the lateness of 


Arbor Day, a similar condition 
is being created. The very few 
trees that foliage late are given 
preference over other trees. 
This could lead to great unhap- 
piness in the years ahead. 


The obvious answer is to move 


Arbor Day to an earlier date on 
the calendar. 


The tree planter's spring ar- 


rives on the first day the frost is 
out of the ground and the soil is 
dry enough to plant. 


In 21 years, I can recall only 


one year when "spring" had not 
arrived in eastern Nebraska by 
April 6. In this case it came on 
April 9. In other Words, an ideal 
Arbor Day for eastern Nebraska 
would between April 6 and April 
10. 


Compromise Date 
This, of course, leaves the 


problem of western Nebraska 
where cold weather may linger 
longer. Would it be possible to 
compromise with our western 
friends on a date between April 
10th and 15th? This would aid 
tree planting across the state 
immeasurably. 


Of course, potted trees and 


bareroot trees held in storage 
can be planted at later dates, 
but why should we be limited to 
these when a shift of calendar 
dates could solve 
the pro- 


blem. 


Arbor Day is no longer merely 


a pleasant civic thought. It's a 
vital instrument in the battle 
against Dutch elm disease and 
the increasing problems of air 
pollution. 


To become a truly effective 


weapon, Arbor Day should be 
changed to a time when the 
greatest variety and number of 
trees could be planted.

leaf out properly may be due to

disease 


known as. s y c a m o r e an- 
thracnose. 
If 
trees 
suffer 


repeated heavy infection over 
several years they will decline 
in vigor and entire branches or 
trees may be lost. 


There are four distinct stages 


of this disease: twig, bud, shoot 
and leaf blight stages.

10,000). 


Despite the apparent reluc- 


tance of some to transfer their 
daily microfilming work to a 
central office — thus perhaps 
disrupting daily office routine 
and inconveniencing the public 
to a certain extent — something 
is likely to be worked out. 


One suggestion is that daily 


microfilming can be done in a 
central department and never 
have

instruments and

Colin said that even with the 


addition of the cost of photostat 
copies added in, it would still 
be cheaper in the long run with 
a central microfilming depart- 
ment.

asset — the new County-City 
Building.

For Roberts designed the 


organ. 


When he talked about it the 


other day, he said that he had

an instrument to be used for 
accompaniment. 


"Then we suddenly had not 


one, but two donors. One, who 
has done many things for the 
University 
gracefully 
bowed 


out," Roberts said. 


The organ is the gift of Miss 


Clara Miskell and the estate of 
her sister, Miss Berna Miskell.

This is supposed to have been the site 
of the original. 


Fort Kearny was in operation only a couple 


years at that site, closing when the troops were

War (1846-48). Another and perhaps more famous

memory of the pioneer family of 
Edward Wesley Miskell and 
Mary Abbe Miskell. 


"It's a very large, wonderful 


gift and given with the idea of 
its endurance," Roberts add- 
ed. 


After the gift was made, organ 


companies were checked to see 
if the instrument Roberts had in 
mind would fit the space allotted 
for it and if the instrument 
would do the jobs required of it. 
Then bids were taken. 


Some of the decisions con- 


cerned whether 
the 
console 


should be a three or four manual 
(it is a three); whether the in- 
strument would be 
severely 


classic or more related to all 
literature 
for 
the 
organ; 


whether it would be the old type 
mechanical console or the elec- 
tro-pneumatic action which it 
has. 


Hand-Made 
"There are many choices in 


the construction of an organ," 
Roberts emphasized. "After the 
decisions were made I had a file 
this thick." He measured 
a 


space of about a foot and a 
half. 


Aesthetic aspects had to be 


considered and the finished in- 
strument has l i n e s t h a t 
harmonize with the lines of the 
hall. 


The 
Reuter 
Company of 


Lawrence, Kan., constructed the 
organ. 


Each of the 2,612 pipes is 


made by hand, Roberts ex- 
plained. And the zinc used was 
polished, then lacquered to pro- 
duce the bright silvery color. 


Two divisions of the organ are 


under expression, which makes 
it a "luxury item" but gives the 
instrument 
more 
flexibility, 


After the design was agreed 


upon the company constructed it 
and set up the organ in the fac- 
tory and it was played there. 
Then it was carefully taken 
apart, each piece numbered as 
to position and brought to Kim- 
ball Hall for reassembly.

There 
are several ways a pipe can be 
made to speak 
at

volume and correct pitch. 


"The variations can be made 


by partially closing the toe of 
the pipe to regulate the amount 
of ah- which goes into it. Other 
means are concerned with the 
width of the mouth and trimm- 
ing the upper lip. It requires 
great skill. Mitchell spent about 
three 
weeks on 
the 
tonal 


finishing of the instrument," he 
said. 


People and organs are' alike in 


that no two are 
identical, 


Roberts pointed out. They do not 
come off a production line. Some 
organs are specialists in certain 
kinds of music. 


"We hope this instrument does 


all kinds of music equally well. 


"We are very happy with it. 


Its tonal character is very fine 
and it is functioning extremely 
well musically. Many organs 
take on the nationality of the 
country in which they are made. 
America is a melting pot and we 
get many nationalities' sounds 
in our instruments."

The liberal i n t e l l e c t u a l 


establishment long ago rejected 
science in favor of humanities, 
Wylie contends, and with this 
initial and .dead-wrong decision 
has proceeded mostly 180% off 
course ever since. 


Sons and Daughters of Mom is 


full of startling ideas, directed 
not just at one group but at 
virtually every individual who 
thinks he's literate. 


"Seen in perspective, both 


extremes are identical at the 
core," Wylie writes.

of a rake needs this book. 


But that group is probably too 


small to justify publication of a 
244-page volume of historically 
researched 
m a t e r i a l on 


rakishness, so I'll suggest that 
the history professor who likes 
to perk up his lectures with 
spicy (if apocryphal) anecdotes 
will find this an inexhaustible 
source book for English history 
since the Restoration. 


Rakish behavior, according to 


Henry Blyth, is hardly new. He 


sees it rooted in the male ego, 
which (as we all know) demands 
outlet and seeks it in many 
spheres ofjufe — feats of arms, 
displays of strength, pursuit of 
wealth and power or sexual 
conquest. 


When these outlets have been 


closed to men of fashion, they 
have historically 
turned 
to 


rakishness for ego satisfaction. 
That's what The Rakes is all 
about. 


Fictionalized? Undoubtedly. 
Fascinating? Well, yes. 
Worth reading? 
Well, that 


depends on how much the rake 
in history means to you. 


As for the 
future, 
Blyth 


predicts that the days of the 
rake are nearly over. His is a 
dying breed, he says, outdated, 
if not outclassed, because the 
climate is no longer right for the 
dissipated man of fashion. 


It's 
an interesting theory, 


neatly grounded in historical 
change. But we'H see. It occurs 
to this reviewer that the male 
ego, never easily satisfied, may 
be infinitely expandable and the 
rake — the self-centered and 
self-indulgent type — is likely to 
be around as long as man con- 
tinues to exist at all.

When he 
visited Palm Springs he preferred to occupy the 
Bing Crosby residence in nearby Palm Desert.

Q. Is it true that Stokely Carmichael wants all the 
American blacks to return to Africa?—O//ver Mc- 
Loughlm, Compton, Calif. 
A. Carmichael, back in this country picking up a little 
loot on the collegiate lecture circuit, declares that 
black people in America are landless and therefore 
have no property rights. He suggests that they go 
back to Africa where plenty of land is available. "We 
must get land," he recently told a group at Los 
Angeles City College. "It is from land that we get all 
our raw resources." 


Q. Is it a fact that in France the Government owns all 
the cinemas?—Nancy Watson, Wilmington, Del. 
A. When the Germans invaded France in World War 
II, they took over many of the cinemas. Subsequently, 
when they were forced out of France, the French 
Government took over these theaters, mostly in 
Paris.They were then assigned to be run by experi- 
enced film men through an agency called Generale 
Cinematrophique. That is how they are still run, al- 
though one day soon they may revert to private 
ownership.

transport, the Concorde, 
retained their traditional 


* stoical silence. 


President Pompidou of 


France and M. Henri 
Ziegler, head of Aero- 
spaciale, however, were 
overjoyed. They were 
joined by other executives 
who declared, "Now we have 
the world market almost to 
ourselves...This means we 
have a clear selling future 
for at least ten years... 
Airlines already have op- 
tions on-74 Concordes. We 
look to see the number of 


^options soon doubled." 


The truth about the 


Anglo-French Concorde 
which to date has cost 
$2 billion to manufacture, 
is that in its present 
state it is a failure. 


According to Bo Lundberg, 


Sweden's widely respected 
aviation expert, the super- 
sonic Concorde can be 
operated only at a loss. 
BOAC, the nationally owned 
British airline, has come 
to the same conclusion. 


^ Lundberg in a report on 


the Concorde points out 
that it has virtually no 
room for cargo other than 
passenger luggage, that 
its purchase cost per pas- 
senger seat is four times 
greater than that of a 
subsonic jet seat, and 
that its fuel consumption 
is three times greater per 
"seat mile than that of the 
subsonic Boeing 747. 


Moreover, he believes 


that the operating cost per 


^seat mile on the Concorde 


is about two times more 
than per seat'mile on the 
747. 


Jean-Jacques Servan- 


Schreiber, the French 


journalist and member of 
the National Assembly, de- 
scribes the Concorde as 
"an industrial Vietnam." 
He points out that "every 
single cost analysis of 
the Concorde has proved to 
be wrong. Its cost has 
multiplied four times 
since the initial evalua- 
tion." 


The Concorde can carry 


only 110 passengers and has 


-to fly at full capacity 


all the time to break even — 
an impossibility. Its 
flight range has been so 
markedly reduced that again 
according to Servan- 
Schreiber, "it is now 
officially admitted that it 
will not be able to fly 
from Berlin to New York..." 


The Concorde 002 (the 


British SST) was grounded 
for two months (this past 
February and March) because 
all four engines had to be 
refitted and the air intake 
ramps, one of which blew up 
at 1400 mph, strengthened. 


The Soviet Tupelov 144, 


remarkably similar to the 
Concorde, will be on ex- 
hibition at the Paris air 
show later this month. 
Boris Bugaev, the Soviet 
Minister of Aviation, 
' 


claims that the Hussion SST 
cruises at 1500 mph as 
opposed to Concorde's 1400, 
that it will fly 120 pas- 
sengers a distance of 4500 
miles without refueling. 


No one knows what the 


Soviets will sell their 
TO 144 at, perhaps as low 
as $15 million per plane as 
opposed to almost double 
that figure for the Con- 
corde. .But it is highly 
doubtful that any free 
world airline will pur- 
chase one. Certainly none 
has yet taken an option. 
Who wants to be dependent 
upon the Soviet Union for 
spare parts? 


What it all comes down 


to is that if somehow the 
Boeing SST 2707 (with a 
seating capacity of 298, a 


range of 4000 miles, and a 
speed of 1800 mph) can be 
started up again, either 
through private financing 
or public postwar subsidy, 
it still stands a good 
chance of running away with 
the supersonic transport 
market, largely because 
the Concorde is far from 
being acceptable or prof- 
itable. 


The French say that at 


an altitude of 59,000 feet 
and a speed of Mach 1.15, 
the Concorde's sonic boom 
does not reach the ground. 
Many engineers doubt this. 
Certainly the same condi- 
tion would obtain for 
Boeing's 2707. 


Many U.S. travel agents 


believe there is a need for 
an SST on the Pacific runs 
from the West Coast to 
Japan, Hong Kong, China, 
the Philippines, Australia, 
and other countries of the 
Far East. SST's over the 


Pacific, they say, make 
sense because the dis- 
tances between the U.S. 
mainland and other Pacific 
countries are so vast. 


What bugs many an Ameri- 


can citizen, however, is 
their financing of an SST. 
Why, they ask, should 
their tax money constitute 
venture capital for a pri- 
vate corporation which, if 
it makes any profit, will 
certainly not return it to 
them in quarterly divi- 
dends? 


If Boeing can solve the 


financing problem, or the 
temper of the American 
public changes within the 
next few years to permit 
public subsidy, Boeing's 
superior engineering 
talent would probably make 
the 2707 a winner in the 
race to market a viable 
supersonic transport. Be- 
cause thus far the Con- 
corde ain't it.

They all liked it. So, with a general out- 
line from Toughill, each school set up 
its own legal system with lists of of- 
fenses and penalties. 


"One of the first things we learned," 


says Robert Washburn, Academy's prin- 
cipal, "was that student judges were 
tougher on fellow students than adults 
would be. They really throw the book 
at the kids who plead guilty or are con- 
victed by a jury. But, since it's coming 
from their peers, the defendants take 
it—but they don't like it." 


Julie, the judge, calls another case. 


The defendant is Tony, a 9-year-old 
fourth-grader. The charge—disrespect 
on the playground—is made by a safety 
patrol officer, Dave, 11, a fifth-grader. 


"He kept tearing my cap off and 


throwing it on the ground," Dave tells 
the court. 


'How do you plead?" 


Says Julie: "How do you plead? If you 


plead guilty, you'll be sentenced im- 
mediately. If you plead not guilty, this 
court will hear the evidence, witnesses 
will be called and your case will be 
decided by a jury. Before you plead, you 
may consult your attorney." 


Regular attorney for the defense is 


Washburn, the principal. Tony decides 
to consult him. WaShburn tells him: "If 
you really did what they say, you should 
plead guilty. But if you feel that the ac- 
cusation is unfair, then plead not guilty 
and have a trial." 


Tony mutters that he guesses he was 


guilty all right. So he pleads guilty— 
with explanation. 


"State your explanation," intones 


Julie. 


"I was only having fun." 
Julie says it is not a valid explanation 


and sentences Tony to make a five-min- 
ute speech to the courtroom full of stu- 
dents. It's a painful experience—in fact, 
the most disliked of sentences—but 
Tony goes through with it. 


When the project started it was thor- 


oughly explained to the youngsters and 
they were told that for the first few 
weeks there would be only warnings. 
But, after that, the safety patrol officers 
began issuing tickets. So far some 100 
cases have been handled in the four 
schools. About 75 percent have pleaded 
guilty or been convicted by a jury. 


There have been some interesting

nounced a jury for an irresponsible 
acquittal. And more than once both 
boys and girls have burst into tears 
when commanded into court. The most 
sensational case was at St. Bridget's 
parochial school. All eighth-grade boys 
were accused en masse of constantly 
invading the girls' part of the play* 
ground. Two of them, as symbols, were 
tried, found guilty and all were sen- 
tenced to stay in school during the 
lunchtime play period. 


Parents approve 


What do parents think of the court 


system? Says Frank Johnson, Superin- 
tendent of Schools: "You worry any- 
time you try something new but we've 
had almost complete parental accept- 
ance. One exception—a boy pleaded 
guilty to kicking a patrol officer but 
not guilty to chasing him. He was con- 
victed on the chasing charge and his 
mother has asked for a re-hearing.

A Jf^—After the Beatles 


The recent breakup of the Beatles, 


rock superstars of the sixties, marks 
the end of an era. 


If you are between the ages of 15- 


30, chances are the Beatles were at 
some period your favorite musi- 
cians; their concerts, albums, ro- 
mances and marriages are points of 
reference in the life span of young 
America. 


Rock groups, like 
individuals, 


wander through a kind of identity 
crisis, magnified by the number of 
egos involved. The Beatles broke up 
ostensibly because one member, 
Paul McCartney, couldn't get along 
with the others. But their subse- 
quent activities and recordings as 
individuals reveal that basically each 
wanted to strike off on a different 
path.

Other groups — contemporaries 


and hopeful successors to the Bea- 
tles—suffer from the same syn- 
drome. Simon and Garfunkel, for in- 
stance, the lyric bards of the rock 
movement, big winners on the 
Grammy Award circuit, have quietly 
parted company for the time being. 
Art Garfunkel, who began a new 
career with his role in "Cafch-22," is 
currently making his second movie 
with Mike Nichols, "Carnal Knowl- 
edge/' while Paul Simon, the com- 
poser of the duo, cut a solo album 
which will be released any day now. 


The top-selling rock group of the 


Swift 


seventies 
(so far) — Creedence 


Clearwater Revival, a low-key, non- 
charismatic 
group 
of 
Berkeley, 


Calif., musicians—is also experienc- 
ing growing pains. Since forming 
in 1968, Creedence has recorded 
eight gold-record singles and five 
platinum (over one million copies, 
$5 million in sales) albums for $86 
million in total sales, and is current- 
ly the No. 1 seller in the U.S., Ger- 
many, Canada, Great Britain, France, 
Switzerland, Norway and Israel. 


Success, however, is always pur- 


chased at a price. In the case of Tom 
Fogerty, Creedence vocalist and 
guitarist who decided to quit the 
group in February, the price was 
absence from his family. "My chil- 
dren are 8, 7 and the twins are 1,, 
and this is the time they need a 
father with them," says Tom. "They 
are my first responsibility. I intend 
to spend as much time with them 
as I can. In addition, I hope to cre- 
ate on my own and come up with 
something individual, something 
unique which reflects my own per- 
sonal creative urge." 


Can Creedence make it as a trio? 


"We are going to try," says Doug 
Clifford, Creedence drummer. "We 
all understand what Tom is doing 
and we know why this is the thing 
he has to do now. The band has 
reached a certain point in its de- 
velopment and we all have, too. 
This is the way which we must all 
go for our own development as 
artists."

One group which has survived 


defection and years of oblivion, 
The Beach Boys, made a recent 
comeback and is minting money out 
of nostalgia for the California girl 
and surf-rider songs of the sixties.

Wilson, former top Beach Boy, 
watched from the wings as the re- 
constituted group fielded requests 
for"Surfin'U.S.A." 


But the days of Beatlemania seem 


gone at least for the remainder of 
this century. Consider this evi- 
dence: three of the largest rock ball- 
rooms in the country have gone out 
of business. 


San Francisco's Fillmore West, 


first of the bigtime rock halls; the 
Boston Tea Party, second oldest and 
first on the East Coast, and Philadel- 
phia's Electric Factory—all folded in 
quick succession. 


Ray Riepen, 34-year-old presi- 


dent of the Boston Tea Party Corpo- 
ration, describes his business ven- 
ture as "a ride down the history of 
rock." 


The Tea Party opened its doors in 


January, 1967, hit its peak in 1968, 
and began to decline in the spring 
of 1970. Riepen cites three factors" 
which precipitated the closing of his 
hall in February of this year: the stu- 
dent strikes after Kent State which 
shut down many campuses and 
turned students to radical protest; 
the poor economic situation in gen- 
eral, and the fact that many big rock 


acts simply priced themselves out of 
the market. Many of them now play 
only stadiums, arenas and festivals, 
where the overhead is lower and the 
box-office receipts larger. But the 
tragedy at Altamont, Calif., where a 
spectator was murdered in the 
frenzy brought on by the music of 
the Rolling Stones, has cast a pall on 
the festival scene, too. 


Ray Riepen greeted the closing of 


his Boston Tea Party with philo- 
sophical detachment: "I'm not in- 
terested in being in the dance hall 
business, I'm interested in partici- 
pating in my time. The rock palace 
is no longer a scene—it's a place for 
everybody with a broken wing to 
get together once a week. If if s not 
as exciting as it once was, then it 
shouldn't survive."

Is there any future for rock music? 


"The trend is toward smaller groups, 
more sensitivity, and lower vol- 
ume," Riepen believes. "We must 
find a way to produce this music in 
a way that's economically feasible." 


But Harvard student Andy Klein, 


writing in the "Crimson," com- 
ments, "Somehow the importance 
of rock and roll in our lives has de- 
clined in the last year or two, even 
for those who were the most ob- 
sessed. This is partly due to a falling 
off in the quality of the music... and 
partly to our growing up.

our crumbling illusions about our 
world, our realization of the forces 
of politics and power structures 
that not only controlled the world 
but even permeated our seques- 
tered university communities."

The down Is a Lady

n July 12, 1970, Peggy Williams, a 
perky and pretty 21-year-old bru- 
nette from Madison, Wis., was 
reading PARADE magazine when 


her eye was caught by an item in our 
feature, "Keeping Up ... With Youth." 


It said "Ringling Bros.-Barnum and 


Bailey wants clowns and would espe- 


cially welcome female clowns." Ap- 
plicants were told to write to Bill 
Ballantine, director of the circus' Clown 
College at Venice, Fla. 


Although she'd never heard of a girl 


circus clown before, Peggy promptly 
sat down and wrote Mr. Bill Ballantine 
a letter—along with about 1500 other 
applicants male and female. The result? 


This is Peggy without makeup, looking 
like any other pleasant 21-year-old. 


Here she is 20 minutes later, with a 
down face that she designed herself. 
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Today, less than a year later, Peggy is a 
full-time clown, traveling with the 
Ringling Bros, show on its current cross- 
country tour, including Madison Square 
Garden in New York where the circus 
is now performing. You can see her, 
baggy-pants, greasepaint, funny hat and 
all, doing such routines as turning cart- 
wheels, coming out of a clown-com- 
puter, and matching around tickling 
kids in the audience with a' huge ostrich 
feather. 


Seal of approval 


"She's a good one," says veteran cir- 


cus clown Lou Jacobs. "Peggy has a 
funny streak and plenty of ambition. It 
takes years to make a clown, but she 
has a good chance. Her face matches 
her personality." 


Jacobs, a "professor" at the Clown 


College, helped Peggy design her dis- 
tinctive clown face. She experimented 
by drawing a checkerboard pattern on 


her face with a soft pencil, then con- 
torted her features to see which were 
most mobile. She wound up with a 
white chalk face decorated by a smiling 
red mouth, a pert red-tipped nose (her 
own—no putty), and a blue teardrop 
beneath each of her black-outlined 
eyes. Then Jacobs added the final 
touch, an elongated black oval in the 
middle of her forehead. Says Peggy, 
contemplating her visage in a mirror: 
"It's me. I feel at home in this face— 
and you know, a clown's makeup isn't 
supposed to be a mask to hide behind 
but a projection of his personality." 


Peggy had no real background in 


clowning when she decided to join the 
circus. Her dad, Richard Williams, is a 
lawyer, her mother a teacher. But she'd 
long been fascinated by the art of pan- 
tomime, "talking" with your body. She 
learned how to do this at the University 
of Wisconsin, where she majored in 
speech pathology, working with deaf

children. She even thought for a time of 
going to Paris to study with the great 
Marcel Marceau, master of mime. 


"People always ask me if I'm part of 


the Women's Liberation movement," 
says Peggy. "I tell them that that has 
nothing to do with it. It's just that I love 
to see people laugh. I'm learning to 
communicate with others, and thafs 
the most important thing in life." 


Life at college 


The training course she took at the 


Clown College lasted seven weeks. Tui- 
tion was free, but Peggy spent about 
$400 on transportation, food and lodg- 
ing. There were courses in pantomime, 
makeup, acrobatics and visual comedy. 
Peggy's career almost ended on her 
third day at the school when she broke 
a bone in her right foot doing a cart- 
wheel. But she kept going to class on 
crutches and in a cast, and a week be- 
fore graduation was back on both feet. 


Of the 31 students who started, 18 


completed the course including two 
girls, Peggy and Maudie Flippen, a niece 
of the late stage and film actor, J. C. 
Flippen. Each was given a diploma and 
a contract paying $125 a week for the 
year's tour. The circus has two separate 
units, and Peggy is traveling with the 


"Red," Maudie with the "Blue." Next 
year they may switch. 


Ringling Bros, has never had a full- 


time girl clown before, according to 
Bill Ballantine. "Peggy proves that girls 
can be as funny as anybody," he says. 
"She has a comic sense, and she likes 
people." 


Peggy is out on the tan bark before 


the show even starts, because part of 
her job is to keep the early arrivals 
happy. She wanders along the benches, 
shaking hands with children, greeting 
their parents, posing for pictures. Little 
girls especially are goggle-eyed when 
they see a girl clown. 


Preparing for each show is a big job. 


Peggy gets into her costume in the 
showgirls' dressing room, but for put- 
ting on makeup, which takes 20 min- 
utes, she goes to "Clown Alley," where 
all the clowns gather to apply the 
greasepaint. In the course of a show 
Peggy wears six different costumes and 
is always on the go. "Ifs hard work," 
she says, "which is something that lots 
of people never associate with clown- 
ing. The hours are long and we're at it 
every day. But it's fun, too. When you 
know the people who've come to see 
you are having a good time, somehow 
you manage to have one, too."

ane Smith is 29 years old. Married. 


Mother of three. 


She and her husband have de- 


cided not to have any more chil- 


dren. They can't afford any more. 


But for the next 16 years they want to 


be sure there are no surprises. 


They have tried all the various birth 


control devices. Some of them Joyce 
didn't like. Others turned Joe off. 


Jane was thinking of sterilization. 


But they couldn't afford the $800 fee. 
And she couldn't afford to be out of 
work and away from the children for 
five days. Not to speak of "the dis- 
comfort that goes with this type of 
operation. 


Then she heard some good news ... 
A brand-new speedy sterilization 


service had started at North Carolina 
Memorial Hospital in Chapel Hill. 


She got in touch with Dr. J. F. Hulka, 


the obstetrician-gynecologist who is 
performing the new technique. They 
talked. 


Two weeks passed while she made 


up her mind. 


She made an appointment to enter 


the hospital on a Thursday. She would 
relax overnight and undergo surgery 
early Friday morning. 


She was under anesthesia by 8 a.m. 


She was ready for surgery by 8:10. 


20 minutes later 


At 8:30 surgery was complete and 


she was on her way to the recovery 
room. 


Over her incision she wore only a 


Band-Aid. 


At 1:15 she and her husband were 


having lunch together in a Chapel Hill 
restaurant. While they were in Chapel 
Hill they stayed overnight with friends 
and saw a college basketball game. The 
after-game victory celebration kept 
them up all night. Jane and Joe danced 
until dawn. 


Dr. Hulka explains how this new 


quick surgery is possible. 


"The end result is the same as sterili- 


zation by major surgery," he says. "Ifs 
the way we go about it that's different 
—and the cost 


"Our new method involves nothing 


more than a very small incision in the 
navel. In fact, the scar is so small that 
it's not even noticed when wearing a 
bikini." 


Into this incision Dr. Hulka inserts a 


laparoscope (a long, hollow, stainless 
steel tube about the diameter of a pen- 
cil) which allows him to both see and 
photograph the procedure inside. 


Just below the navel Dr. Hulka in- 


serts a slim, remotely-operated and 
electrically-insulated 
biopsy 
forceps. 


The hole made by the forceps is so tiny 
that usually no stitch is required to 
close it. 


Viewing the end of the forceps 


through the laparoscope. Dr. Hulka 
electrically seals a portion of a fallopian 
tube, divides the tube through the 
sealer portion and then moves on to 
the second tube. 


Within 20 minutes the whole opera- 


tion is complete, and not a drop of 
blood has been lost! 


It's permanent 


"This is the newest approach to per- 


manent birth control," Dr. Hulka says. 
"It is being done at only about a dozen 
metropolitan areas in the nation." 


Blue Cross and Blue Shield pay up to 


$300 in hospital costs for this procedure 
and $200 in surgeon fees. 


"This means the patient pays noth- 


ing, for costs almost never run more 
than this," he says. 


Dr. Hulka is associate director of 


the Carolina Population Center, the first 
and largest such facility in the world, 
and is also on the faculties of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina School of 
Medicine and School of Public Health. 


"My concern is for a simple and ef- 


fective sterilization technique for wo- 
men that will help solve the world's 
overpopulation problems," he says. 


"We are beginning on a very small 


scale, but soon we hope to develop im- 
proved techniques that will make steril- 
ization possible around the world at a 
low cost."
